CHANGES TO NORTH AMERICAN 
BLACK TYPE GUIDELINES 

T he North American members of the Society of Inter¬ 
national Thoroughbred Auctioneers (SITA) have ratified 
two changes to the guidelines for North American black- 
type races for 2006. 

The changes were recommended by the North American 
representatives of the International Cataloguing Standards 
Committee (JCSC) and, according to the two organizations, are 
being made to further maintain standards of integrity for black 
type in North America. 

Beginning in 2006: 

+ Races that contain preference clauses based on criteria 
other than the quality of the horse in the race shall be consid¬ 
ered restricted races. 

+ All entries in a race must be eligible for the purse mon¬ 
ies used to determine the minimum purse value for black-type 
status or listed status. 

The minimum purse value for North American black-type 
races in 2006 will remain at $40,000, which must be distributed 
on the day of the race.

MARYLAND Charles and Cynthia McGinnes 

Charles and Cynthia McGinnes have ranked among Maryland’s leading breeders for the 
past three decades, but the 2004 season—in which they were represented by six stakes win¬ 
ners—was their most successful yet. 

Proprietors of 280-acre Thornmar farm in Chestertown, the McGinneses breed for the 
commercial market, and currently maintain about 45 broodmares. 

Stakes winners of 2004 bred by the McGinneses were Aggadan, Love You Madly, Monster 
Chaser, Two Punch Gal, Water Cannon and What’s Up Lonely. The couple was the leading 
recipient of Maryland Fund bonuses for 2004. 

NEW JERSEY Dr. Joseph Birnbaum 

Dr. Joseph Birnbaum, who campaigns homebreds under the name of Ocean View Stables, 
was honored for a quarter-century of achievements within the Thoroughbred business. His 
best runners have been Phantom Finn, winner of the 1991 New York Stallion and Bertram 
F. Bongard Stakes, and Joe Casey, who starred in the 1993 New Jersey Futurity. 

Birnbaum maintains 13 broodmares, most of whom are boarded at Colonial Farms 
in Colts Neck; during the 2005 New Jersey racing season he had 20 horses in training at 
Monmouth Park and Meadowlands with conditioners Willard Thompson, Glenn Thompson 
and Russell Cash. 

A physician by profession, Birnbaum makes his career as an endocrinologist and internal 
medicine specialist. 

SOUTH CAROLINA Franklin G. Smith Sr. 

It was another event-filled season for Franklin G. (Goree) Smith, who has three times won 
the TOBA Award for his home state of South Carolina. He was represented by two stakes 
winners in 2004. 

Intelligent Male (a 4-year-old by home stallion Ride the Storm, a son of Storm Cat), 
recorded victories in the Claiming Crown Jewel and Sam’s Town Stakes, while 3-year-old 
Foxtrot Oscar (by Sticks and Bricks) captured the Texas Heritage Stakes. 

Smith, who has been involved in racing and breeding for well over 30 years, owns Elloree 
Training Center in Elloree, S.C., and maintains 28 broodmares and three stallions at his 
nearby breeding farm. 

Smith’s other stallions are Cat in Town (by Storm Bird) and Just a Miner (by Mr. Pros¬ 
pector). 

VIRGINIA Edward P. (Ned) Evans 

Edward P. (Ned) Evans’s Spring Hill Farm in Casanova, Va., upheld its lofty reputation in 
2004, while represented as a breeder by nine stakes winners (including those foaled in Virginia 
and Kentucky). 

Evans has won the TOBA Award for Virginia a total of 16 times. 

Top 2004 performers bred by Evans were Saint Liam and Gygistar, both foaled in Ken¬ 
tucky. His Virginia-bred stakes winners were Smokin Forest, Storm Minstrel and Tap Day. 

Most of Evans’s band of nearly 90 broodmares now are routinely kept at home to foal, 
thus raising hopes for future crops of top-notch Virginia-breds.

OWNED BY ALL: 

THE MORE, THE MERRIER 



I n a handful of photographs 
from the early 1980s, a 
clutch of people—as many 
as 20 on some occasions— 
jams into the Pimlico and 
Laurel winner’s circles after 
stakes victories by the mare 
Owned by All. A diverse 
group (tall, short, big, tiny, 
young, old), they beam and 
jostle to fit into the camera’s 
frame. Dress them in match¬ 
ing T-shirts, and, collectively, 
they’d resemble the members 
of a family reunion. 

And they did constitute 
a family of sorts, related by 
their ownership of Owned by 
All, a reliable Maryland-bred 
(Mitey Prince—Mare Calda, 
by Gaelic Dancer) middle- 
distance specialist who, over 
five seasons, won 15 of 55 
starts, with 13 seconds and 
five thirds, to earn $328,983. 

Although she ran in the 
name of Thomas Bateman, 
Owned by All was owned by 
many—30 people, originally, 
who lived in or near Ashland, 
Va. Together, they made up 
one of Thoroughbred racing’s 
first ownership syndicates. 

“We were so green and 
raw,” remembered Bateman, 
who, along with the other syn¬ 
dicate members, purchased 
Owned by All for $6,200 at 
the 1982 Maryland Sales 
Agency Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale. ‘We had a ball.” 

The group often chartered 
a bus to transport them to 
see Owned by All’s races. She 
seldom disappointed them, 
hitting the board in three 
stakes in her 3-year-old cam¬ 
paign of 1983, then breaking 
through to take the Flocarline 
Handicap and Jameela Stakes 
the following year, and, at 
5, scoring in the Geisha and 


Flocarline Handicaps in a two- 
week period at Pimlico. 

“She was as honest as the 
day is long,” noted Bateman. 
“She’d trail the field and make 
one big move starting at about 
the three-eighths pole.” 

Trained throughout her rac¬ 
ing career by Richard (Dickie) 
Small, Owned by All sustained 
a tendon injury while taking the 
1985 Flocarline, necessitating 
her retirement. She wound up 
at Dr. Tom Bowman’s Dance 
Forth Farm in Chester town, 
Md., where she resided briefly 
in the late winter of 1986 after 
a successful cover to Baeder- 
wood. 

“She never really settled 
down,” recalled Becky Davis, 
Bowman’s daughter. “She was 
still acting like a race horse.” So 
when Owned by All’s tendon 


healed, she was sent back to the 
race track. 

By then, Owned by All was 
owned by fewer: Upon her 
earlier retirement, the syndi¬ 
cate sold her to a considerably 
smaller group that included 
Bowman, Bateman and Small. 
Once again a race horse, the 
now 6-year-old mare, in foal, 
captured the 1986 Geisha. 
Then, after a fifth-place fin¬ 
ish in the 1986 Flocarline, she 
was retired for a second time, 
and ensconced at Dance Forth, 
where she became a remarkably 
productive broodmare, starting 
with a Baederwood filly in 1987. 
That foal, named Baccata, was 
a winner and is the dam of 
three stakes horses, including 
stakes winner Ironton. 

Owned by All produced 
13 foals overall, 10 of them 


winners, the most notable 
being Proud Owner, her 
1995 daughter by Proud 
Truth. Owned and trained 
by Small, Proud Owner 
proved equally as durable as 
her mother, winning 11 of 
51 starts, six of them stakes 
races. Other stakes-winning 
or stakes-placed runners out 
of Owned by All include 
Owned by Us, How About 
Becky and Half Gawo. 

Finally, after she foaled a 
Victory Gallop filly in 2002, 
Owned by All was pensioned 
by the Bowmans. “We 
just decided it was time,” 
explained Davis. “She’s 
always been an excellent, 
excellent mother.” 

Her daughters How 
About Becky (by Broad 
Brush) and Proud Owner 
continue the maternal line as 
part of Dance Forth’s brood¬ 
mare band. 

Now 25, Owned by All 
has, at long last, mellowed 
somewhat. “She was a very 
difficult-to-handle mare 
off the race track,” Davis 
recalled. “She was tough. 
Very high-strung. When she 
got to her late teens, she sort 
of settled down, but to this 
day you wouldn’t want to try 
and put a twitch on her.” 

Davis’s 11 -year-old daugh¬ 
ter has even ridden Owned 
by All a few times. “Some¬ 
times she’s fine, and some¬ 
times,” Davis noted, “she 
gets herself real worked up, 
like she thinks she’s going 
back to the race track. So 
she’s probably never going to 
be just a quiet riding horse 
for anyone. But she’ll live out 
her life with us. She’s 
happy.”

IN MEMORIAM 


BILL BONIFACE: TURF WRITER, 
BONITA FARM PATRIARCH 


B ill Boniface, longtime Sun- 
papers facing editor and 
all-around horseman, died 
September 1 at age 89. 

Mr. Boniface, himself a 
second-generation horseman, 
established a dynasty through 
his son J. William (Bill) Boni¬ 
face, who with his wife, Joan, 
and their three sons, owns and 
operates a major breeding and 
training center at Bonita Farm 
in Darlington, Md. 

The senior Boniface, who 
developed the original Bonita 
Farm before selling out his 


WHEN IT CAME 
TO RACING, 

BILL BONIFACE 
HAD IT COVERED

L ife with Bill Boniface 
meant horses. There would 
have been no existence for 
him—certainly not 89 years— 
without a horse always within 
sight. 

It was inevitable that Bill 
would live and breathe horses. 
His father, Fritz Boniface, who 
was born in England, was a 
horseman who at one time man¬ 
aged the Maryland farm owned 
by Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, a 
prominent Harford County 
Thoroughbred breeder. 

It was my good fortune to 
meet and work with Bill at the 
Sunpapers in Baltimore. Shortly 
after World War II, The Sun 
expanded its Thoroughbred 
coverage by assigning two new 
persons to assist Boniface, who 
was prom o ted to Thoroughbred 
racing editor. 

Bill, although still in Inis 20s 
at the time, was regarded as 
a veteran turf writer. He had 


interest to Bill and Joan in the 
1980s, was a part-breeder and 
owner of Bonita’s star per¬ 
former Deputed Testamony, 
the homebred whom the Boni¬ 
faces sent out to win the 1983 
Preakness. 

Mr. Boniface’s grandson 
William K. (Bill) Boniface is 
the current president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. 

A native of Bryn Mawr, 
Pa., Mr. Boniface grew up in 
Harford County and exercised 
horses at Prospect Hill Farm, 


covered for The Sun the “Race 
of the Century,” the Seabiscuit/ 
War Admiral match at Pimlico, 
when he was 22 in 1938. 

Assigned to assist Boniface: 
the late Snowden Carter, hired 
by The Sun as a police reporter 
but well-versed in riding and 
the owner/trainer of a jump¬ 
ing mare in Maryland; the other 
was myself, a Sun sports writer. 

Back then, the Maryland 
racing scene resembled the 
British schedule, with the sport 
having a relatively far-flung 
circuit that encompassed four 
major tracks—Pimlico, Laurel, 
Havre de Grace and Bowie— 
plus half-milers at Cumberland, 
Hagerstown, Marlboro, Bel Air 
and Timonium. 

From a newspaper aspect, 
it was a choice job and a rare 
learning experience for me, 
with Bill and Snowden, both 
extremely knowledgeable about 
horses, generously sharing their 
expertise. 

With Bill, every day at the 
track was an adventure. In those 
days I did not have a car, and 
often caught a ride to the races 
with Bill. I recall riding down a 
single lane road to Bowie with 
Bill, and having him announce 
“take the wheel.” While still in 


the thriving establishment 
managed by his father, Fritz 
Boniface. He left home at an 
early age for employment with 
a New York advertising agency, 
and also attended night classes 
at New York University. Mr. 
Boniface then took a job with 
Horse Horseman magazine, 
and was on the staff of The 
Maryland Horse magazine (then 
edited by Humphrey S. Finney) 
before going to work for The 
Evening Sun in 1937. 

During World War II he 
interrupted his racing career to 


the driver’s seat he would begin 
checking the Racing Form . 

Bill often seemed to know 
every trainer in the paddock. 
Many tips on horses circulated 
in the press box. Tips were 
evaluated by the “story” that 
accompanied them. Usually the 
stories were far superior to the 
ensuing race. 

Not all of Bill’s tips were 
on horses in a race. He had 
many contacts at the tracks and 
on the farms, and possessed a 
great sense of a potential story. 
He was a superior teacher of 
materials not found in books. 

A few years later, after I 
left The Sun and worked for a 
Washington, D.C., paper— The 
Evening Star —I recall an exciting 
experience with Bill. We were 
both covering the Kentucky 
Derby and decided that rather 
than staying in Louisville until 
Sunday, we would catch a plane 
home immediately after the 
5:30 p.m. race. 

Bill instructed me to get my 
story done as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, as the plane was sched¬ 
uled to leave at 8 p.m. We both 
finished writing in a minimum 
amount of time. We reached 
the street outside the track to 
one of the wildest scenes I 


serve in the Marine Corps as a 
combat correspondent in the 
South Pacific. 

Mr. Boniface retired from 
the newspaper in 1982, and 17 
years later published a novel, 
Studs) about the Kentucky horse 
breeding industry. 

In addition to his son, and 
his wife of 66 years, the for¬ 
mer Mary Louise Anderson, 
Mr. Boniface is survived by his 
daughter, Ann Marie Bengel 
of Tows on; a brother, Harry 
Boniface of Bel Air; two sisters, 
Freda Moser of Tempe, Ariz., 
and Helen Larrimore of Mesa, 
Ariz.; seven grandchildren; and 
nine great-grandchildren. 


have ever witnessed, as 100,000 
people or so departed Churchill 
Downs. 

Somehow, Bill spotted 
a cab. We told the driver we 
intended to catch a plane, and 
that seemed to inspire him. 
We cut across empty lots and 
unknown streets. I recall Bill’s 
seeming over-confidence. 
When we reached the airport 
we were informed the plane 
was preparing to take off. We 
raced literally from the doors 
to the field and saw the plane. 
We waved and shouted, and the 
pilot saw us because the stairs 
to the plane were lowered and 
we scrambled in. 

The other passengers 
applauded our dramatic 
entrance. For Bill Boniface, it 
was just another day at the 
races. 

One of the significant 
events in Bill’s life and that 
of his wife, Mary Louise, was 
their move from a residence in 
Timonium to a beautiful farm 
in Harford County near Bel Air 
in the 1960s. 

Bill and Mary had owned 
a small home with a frontage 
on York Road near the north 
side of Timonium race track. 
A gasoline company decided it

would be the perfect spot for 
a gas station, and Bill agreed. 
It was not a horse deal, but it 
paved the way for more hors¬ 
es. Bill named their new place 
Bonita, after the fastest fish in 
the sea. 

Memories abound about 
that original Bonita Farm in 
Bel Air and the people who 
gathered there. The Sunday 
morning breakfasts were leg¬ 
endary. Invitations were never 
written—regulars knew Mary’s 
kitchen was always open. 

One of the sadder moments 
I recall at the farm was in the 
early morning hours after Bill 
and I returned from Belmont 
Park, the day (in 1975) that 
Ruffian suffered her fatal 
breakdown. At Bonita Farm 
shortly before daybreak, we 
both wrote our stories for the 
next day’s papers. 


On a far happier note in 
1983, his son J. William Boni¬ 
face saddled Deputed Testa¬ 
rn ony for the Preakness. In 
the mud and water, Deputed 
Tes tarn ony ran away from the 
field, setting off a Boniface 
family celebration never before 
seen at Pimlico. 

As the jubilation continued, 
Bill pulled me aside in the press 
area and asked: 

“Tell me, I have to know: 
Did this all really happen? It 
seems unreal.” 

Bill Boniface, a kind man, 
spent his life taking care of 
horses. It was fitting that one 
horse returned his efforts a 
hundred-fold. No history of 
Maryland racing will ever omit 
the story of Bill and Mary 
Boniface and their brood, who 
keep adding heartwarming 
chapters of accomplishments. 



ERIC BLIND 

Eric Blind, who worked on the 
starting gate crew at numer¬ 
ous tracks throughout the East 
and was the starter at Maryland 
tracks from 1980 to 1994, died 
September 1 at age 68. 

Mr. Blind grew up in New 
Orleans, La., as the son of 
Eric W. Blind, who worked as 
a trainer, starter and official, 
and as a jockey finished second 
in the 1926 Kentucky Derby 
aboard Bagenbaggage. 

After graduating from 
Soule Business College in New 
Orleans, and serving a four- 
year stint in the Air Force, Mr. 
Blind went to work for his 
father’s brother, Eddie Blind, 
who in those days traveled a 
circuit as starter at tracks in this 
region. 

His early career on starting 
gate crews for his uncle took 
Mr. Blind to all the Maryland 
tracks, as well as New England, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Delaware, 
New Jersey and training centers 
in Aiken, S.C. 

In 1965, when Eddie Blind 
had a conflict, Eric was asked to 
step up to head starter for the 
Charles Town summer meet¬ 
ing. He became head starter at 
Delaware Park in 1974, and in 
1980 succeeded his uncle at the 
Maryland tracks. 

Mr. Blind’s outward calm 
belied the challenges that he 
faced on a daily basis. Profiled 
in The Maryland Horse in 1989, 


he said: “It’s amazing how ath¬ 
letic these horses are and what 
they can do in a 36-inch wide 
stall. I’ve seen horses flip in the 
gate and die instantly. I’ve seen 
them jump up, turn completely 
around, and come flying out 
the back. I’ve seen them go 
down in the number five-hole 
and come back up in the seven- 
hole.” 

Mr. Blind left the starting 
gate in 1994, and worked for 
five years in the jockeys’ room 
at Laurel/Pimlico until his 
retirement. 

Also active in the commu¬ 
nity near the longtime home in 
Towson, Md., that he shared 
with his wife Deanna, Mr. Blind 
helped organize the annual 
Preakness celebration at the 
Maryland School for the Blind, 
and was a Cub Scout leader.

Magna’s “Plan 
for Maryland 
Racing” is a 
non-starter 


M agna Entertainment Corp.’s “Plan for Maryland 

Thoroughbred Racing” has stirred up a fren 2 y within 
the industry, as well as in the media, since it was 
announced on September 7. 

And for good reason. 

As sketched out in a four-page document, the plan 
is basically a blueprint for the controlled demolition of 
Maryland racing and breeding. 

It calls for Maryland’s live racing program to be reduced 
to 112 days per year (from approximately 200), and eliminates 
year-round training at Maryland’s tracks. The stable areas at 
Laurel Park and Pimlico would remain open only about eight 
and a half months a year, and Bowie Training Center would 
be permanently closed. 

Magna’s plan is supposedly designed to keep Maryland 
competitive with surrounding states, in the event that 
Maryland does not receive slots. The daily average purse 
distribution would increase dramatically, because the available 
purse money would be spread over considerably fewer days. 
Business could indeed prosper for several months of the year, 
translating into an improved bottom line for Magna, as well 
as for owners and trainers equipped to take advantage of the 
situation. 

But fewer days also means fewer opportunities to race— 
and fewer horses racing. And that, of course, bodes poorly 
for the vast majority of people whose livelihood is connected 
to racing. 

Picture backstretch workers laid-off from their jobs, 
farriers and veterinarians put out of business or forced 
to move elsewhere, a rush of precious farmland sold for 
development and the eventual slipping away of an industry 
that has taken centuries to develop. 

Maryland Million Day, boosted this year to $1.5 million 
and the single brightest spot in Maryland’s current gloomy 
racing scene, would lose much of its luster, since the 
additional funds come from in-state wagering on Maryland 
races. 

It’s probable that many Maryland-based stables would 
leave the state during the planned racing hiatus (late May to 
early November), never to return. 

Over the past several decades, track management has 
announced numerous plans for improvements that never 
took place. 

The best hope is that Magna’s current plan will be filed 
away next to those long-forgotten architectural diagrams 
and—with or without slots—all segments of the industry will 
have the opportunity to work toward a program that provides 
a real future for Maryland racing. ^

MORGAN’S FORD FARM 
SPLENDOR ALONG 
THE SHENANDOAH 



Susie and Wayne Chatfield-Taylor’s 
scenic farm is one of the region’s leading 
commercial Thoroughbred nurseries.

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I organ's Ford Farm in 
Front Royal, Va., is a 
tableau of land and ani¬ 
mals, a masterful labor of love 
that Wayne and Susie Chatfield- 
Taylor have been steadily build¬ 
ing since 1979. Not incidentally, 
it is also one of the region's pre¬ 
mier Thoroughbred nurseries, 
having bred and/or raised 31 
stakes winners and achieved an 
enviable reputation for select, 
well-bred sales horses. 














Practically a world unto 
itself, the farm, within sight 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains 
in the lush Shenandoah Valley, 
was originally part of a larger 
tract developed by prominent 
Virginian Raymond R. Guest 
Sr. in the late 1930s. He had 
assembled 2,500 acres, built a 
house and main barn, but then 
abandoned the project before 
completion. Guest, a state sen¬ 
ator, was ambassador to Ireland 
during President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s administration. 

Susie’s father, Dr. Samuel F. 
Thomas, a New York neurol¬ 
ogist, bought a corner of that 
property. What greeted the 
Chatfield-Taylors upon their 
arrival 26 years ago was an 
unfinished shell of a home— 
“vintage Ozzie and Harriet,” 
as Wayne called it—that was 
constructed around 1950. The 
couple pulled their horse van 
up to the front door, dragged 
off their furniture, set up camp 
and got right to work. The 
first tool they bought was a 
chainsaw. 

There was plenty to do. “I 
think, initially, our naivety was 


a blessing,” said Wayne. The 
farm was dormant: The fences 
weren’t standing, and the grass 
was unmowed. “We’ve been 
building it ever since,” Wayne 
said. 

The breeding operation has 
grown along with the farm. 
The Chatfield-Taylors started 
out with six mares and have 
since had about 300 foals born 
at Morgan’s Ford. They aim 
to sell 10 to 15 young horses 
per year. 

One mare they brought 
with them was Baskerville, a 
daughter of *Sea Charger and 
an old show horse of Susie’s. In 
retirement, Baskerville roamed 
the farm unchecked by fences. 
She is buried in the farm cem¬ 
etery, located at the bottom 
of a hill. Her daughter, s takes- 
placed Chanctonbury, now 31, 
still lives on the farm as one of 
about eight pensioners. 

Among the current run¬ 
ners bred by Morgan’s Ford is 
the outstanding 4-year-old filly 
Bank Audit, winner of three 
stakes this season, including 
the Genuine Risk and Distaff 
Breeders’ Cup Handicaps (both 


Grade 2). Sold by the Chatfield- 
Taylors for $52,000 at the 2002 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, Bank Audit 
(by Wild Rush) has earned 
$501,761 in 25 career starts, 
and now campaigns for New 
York-based owner Robert 
Amendola. 

Bank Audit’s family ties go 
back a long way at Morgan’s 
Ford, with Susie’s late mother, 
Elizabeth Thomas, having pur¬ 
chased her granddam Rabida 
(by Rollicking) for $32,000 at 
the 1978 Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale. Rabida—now living out 
her days as a pensioner at 
Morgan’s Ford—produced four 
stakes horses, one of whom is 
Bank Audit’s dam, Mosquera 
(by Faraway Son), who contin¬ 
ues as a producer at the farm. 

Stars among Morgan’s Ford’s 
current 16-member broodmare 
band include I’ll Get There 
(Copelan—I’m a Pleasure, by 
What a Pleasure), who is the 
dam of Grade 1 winner I 
Believe in You (by Pleasant 
Tap). The Chatfield-Taylors 
sold I Believe in You for 
$315,000—top price among fil¬ 


lies and second-highest over¬ 
all—at the 1999 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale. The filly carried the colors 
of her buyers, Jan, Mace and 
Samantha Siegel, to victory in 
the Hollywood Starlet Stakes- 
G1, and finished on the board 
in each of her four starts. I’ll 
Get There was bred this year to 
Smarty Jones and has a wean¬ 
ling filly by Aldebaran. 

The Chatfield-Taylors also 
own close relatives to two of 
this season’s top performers. 
Their 11 -year-old mare Hawzah 
(GB) (by Green Desert) is a 
half-sister to multiple Group 
1-winning 3-year-old Oratorio. 
Just beginning her broodmare 
career at Morgan’s Ford is 4- 
year-old Never a No Hitter 
(by Kris S.), whose half-sister 
Contrive (by Storm Cat) is the 
dam of Matron Stakes-G1 win¬ 
ner Folklore. 

Underpinning the grow¬ 
ing success of the Chatfield- 
Taylors’ operation is their 
straightforward philosophy. It 
is rooted, they say, in the land 
itself, a fortuitous and rich mix¬ 
ing of soil, climate and history. 
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Main barn used for yearlings is adjacent to the house. A Eurocisor, like many 
of the farm’s other working parts, is tucked neatly into the trees. 

The Chatfield-Taylors show off their Quiet American colt subsequently sold for 
$125,000 at this year’s Keeneland September Yearling sale. 


The Shenandoah has always 
been a fertile region. During 
the Civil War, the “bread bas¬ 
ket of the Confederacy/’ as it 
was then known, was an area 
of vital strategic importance. It 
was there that General Thomas 
J. “Stonewall” Jackson led his 
legendary Valley campaigns 
that so badly frustrated the 
Union armies. 

Long before that, the area 
was a major migratory route 
for pre-Columbian Indians. On 
a neighbor’s farm across the 
river, three Indian mounds have 
been uncovered. Wayne said he 
is constandy collecting artifacts 
when his tractors work the 
fields. As a mechanical rock- 
picker worked nearby, Wayne 
pointed to a big pile of stones 
and assorted debris to sort 
through. The field, he explained, 
is being cleared so he can plant 
rye for straw. Almost all of the 
hay and straw used on the farm 
is produced on the premises. 
“This farm is totally organic, 
except for a little fly spray,” 


Wayne said. He has fertilized 
his fields with Norwegian sea¬ 
weed to keep the weevils 
down. 

The farm is named for near¬ 
by Morgan’s Ford, a crossing 
of the Shenandoah River at the 
edge of the property. These 
days, a low-water bridge cross¬ 
es the river. The bridge, which 
is included in a miles-long con¬ 
servation easement that Wayne 
has obtained along the river, is 
true to its description. When 
the river is low, the bridge is 
dry and vehicles cross freely. 
When the Shenandoah runs 
high, water covers the span 
and drivers cross at their own 
discretion. The actual river ford 
is next to the bridge. 

The ford was named after 
General Daniel Morgan, a hero 
of the Revolutionary War’s 
Battle of Saratoga, who lived 
nearby. He named his own 
farm in honor of that pivotal 
military engagement in upstate 
New York. 
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Log barn houses broodmares. Angel the mule serves as Wayne’s mount on outings 
with the Blue Ridge Hounds. Original entrance to the house boasts Susie’s 
purple and green racing colors. Shed, newly built from farm-milled lumber cut 
from storm-downed trees on the farm, echoes details of the log barn. 


The Chatfield-Taylors are 
leaders in preservation, the 
first landowners in the area 
to commit property to scenic 
easement. In addition to their 
own preserved three and a 
half miles along the river, they 
have persuaded some of their 
neighbors to join in the effort 
and are trying for 14 perma¬ 
nently preserved miles. It’s an 
ideal area for hiking, tubing 
and canoeing. The Appalachian 
Trail runs nearby, and there is 
a put-in for boats at the low- 
water bridge on a public road. 
The Chatfield-Taylors said they 
enjoy tubing on the river in the 
summer. 

Landscape and farm meld 
seamlessly on the couple’s 
roughly 1,000 acres. Wayne, an 
architect by training, makes sure 
that his farm buildings comple¬ 
ment their setting. An equip¬ 
ment shed, for instance, was 
constructed with wood from 
the farm’s own trees. Using 
only storm-downed wood from 
the 300 acres of forest, Wayne 


operates an on-site sawmill to 
meet the farm’s needs. 

He recendy spent more 
than a year renovating a brood¬ 
mare barn of log construction, 
and noted that the mares just 
love it there. It’s airy, cool and 
comforting; he even installed 
skylights. 

A short walk from the cou¬ 
ple’s house is a classic Belmont 
training barn that was already 
there when the Chatfield- 
Taylors moved in, although 
in poor repair. The barn has 
been renovated twice under the 
Chatfield-Taylors’ watch, with 
one of the overhauls requiring 
a year and a half of labor. It 
houses yearlings in the summer 
months, and is used for foaling 
mares in the winter. 

“This farm has such good 
bones,” he said. “The uncom¬ 
pleted thought was there.” 

The Chatfield-Taylors, both 
in their mid-50s, brought con¬ 
siderable expertise with them 
to make that thought a real¬ 
ity. Susie comes from a strong

horse background. She grew up 
in Red Bank, N.J., and compet¬ 
ed at major horse shows. Later, 
she turned to racing. She was 
both a professional exercise 
rider and horse photographer. 

In the mid-1970s, Susie’s 
father bought her a farm just 
south of Tolchester on Mary¬ 
land’s Eastern Shore, where 
she bred horses and rode. Her 
mother kept breeding stock at 
the farm, called Hinchingham. 
Neapolitan Way, who finished 
second to Lithe Current in the 
1974 Preakness, was once part 
of Elizabeth Thomas’s stable. 

Susie and Wayne married 
in 1977. 

Wayne, from a longtime 
family of the Leesburg, Va., 
area, started riding at age 3. He 
was never involved in breeding, 
he said. That was a passion of 
Susie’s, who is a student of 
bloodstock pedigrees. 


While their horses carry 
high-caliber pedigrees, the 
farm is designed to make them 
into athletes. “We keep the 
fields as big as possible so the 
horses can stretch their legs and 
fill their lungs at young ages,” 
Wayne said. 

The Chatfield-Taylors 
pointed out that they usually 
sell the colts as weanlings or 
yearlings; the fillies they may 
keep. The farm has a three- 
quarter-mile grass course that 
was already roughed-in when 
the couple arrived. Young 
horses are broken on-site, but 
Wayne explained that they 
don’t have enough steady work 
to keep riders busy year-round. 
As a result, horses are taken 
elsewhere for further training. 

One measure of how the 
young horses thrive on the 
farm is a performance list¬ 
ing of Keeneland September

Yearling sales consignors 
between 1991 and 2002 com¬ 
piled by Thoroughbred Times and 
published in the September 11, 
2005, edition of thoroughbred- 
times.com. Morgan’s Ford Farm 
sold 27 yearlings at Keeneland 
September during that period, 
and all of them went on to 
make at least one start on the 
race track. Twenty (74.1 per¬ 
cent) were winners, five (18.5 
percent) were stakes winners 
and three (11.1 percent) were 
graded stakes winners. 

At the 2002 Keeneland 
September sale, Morgan’s Ford 
marketed a bargain in the form 
of Skipaslew (by Skip Away), 
an $18,000 colt who has won 
four stakes, including the 2004 
renewal of the Golden Gate 
Derby-G3, for TV producer 
Merv Griffin. Skipaslew, out 
of the beautifully bred mare 
Slew Be (by Seattle Slew), was 
claimed by Griffin for $50,000 
while making his second start 
against maidens at Hollywood 


Park in July 2003. His career 
earnings now total $307,465. 

Another recent standout 
from Morgan’s Ford is Kris’s 
Prayer (Kris S.—My Prayer by 
Hero’s Honor), the champion 
Virginia-bred 3-year-old male 
in 2002, the season in which 
he won the Choice Stakes and 
finished second in the Jersey 
Derby-G3, both at Monmouth 
Park. 

Morgan’s Ford is market¬ 
ing six major yearling offer¬ 
ings in 2005: four who sold at 
Keeneland September and two 
consigned to the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall sale. The 
Keeneland group was topped 
by a chestnut colt by Came 
Home—Ill Get There, sold 
for $400,000 on the third day 
of the sale, with Gainesway as 
agent. 

Consigned to the Keeneland 
November sale are three wean¬ 
lings, including filli es by Giant’s 
Causeway—Ready Cash and 
Swain (Ire)—Hawzah (GB). 


The Chatfield-Taylors’ own 
small contingent of horses 
of racing age currently con¬ 
sists of three 2-year-olds, one 
of whom, Running Bond 
(Commendable—Wonders 
Delight, by Icecapade), is at 
Laurel Park with trainer Tim 
Tullock. Running Bond is 
owned by a partnership of 10 
architects, all people whom 
Wayne went to school with. 
The term ‘Tunning bond” 
comes from the architectural 


profession; it refers to a meth¬ 
od of laying bricks. To facilitate 
the meetings of the partners 
at the farm, Wayne crafted a 
large walnut table from his own 
wood, using his sawmill. 

The Chatfield-Taylors and 
their staff of eight full-time 
workers and several part-tim¬ 
ers are diligent stewards of the 
land, with about 150 trees being 
planted every year. All the full¬ 
time employees, Wayne noted, 
five on the farm. The tidy ten-

ant houses are tucked along the 
lanes, fitting perfectly into the 
contours of the farm. 

Morgan’s Ford quietly hums 
with self-sufficiency. A Santa 
Gertrudis cattle herd, from 
King Ranch stock, provides the 
meat, and there is even a bee¬ 
hive operation in a quiet corner 
of the farm. An electric fence 
surrounds the hives to keep 
away hungry bears. Wayne said 
a beekeeper maintains it and 
gives him honey in return. 

There’s a polo field on the 
farm, where the late Raymond 
R. (Andy) Guest Jr., an interna¬ 
tionally known polo player and 
Virginia delegate, used to play. 
The Chatfield-Taylors rent it to 
a local club. 

The couple also keeps a 
large organic vegetable garden 
next to their house. Shaded 
and laced with outdoor run¬ 
ning waterways, the home does 
just fine without air condition¬ 
ing. Wayne said there are about 
30 different kinds of wood in 
the home’s interior, including 
silver maple, walnut, cherry and 
pine. Wayne and Susie greatly 
expanded the size of the origi¬ 
nal house in a project five years 
ago. 

Once every December, 
the Blue Ridge Hunt meets at 
Morgan’s Ford. Wayne said he 
makes sure to put all his horses 
inside and shut the doors. The 
hunting, predictably, makes for 
a grand day. Last year, there was 
a 10 to 12-mile run. The year 
before, the hounds ran nine 
foxes on the farm and flushed 
out one bear from the forest. 
The bear, by the way, had bet¬ 
ter not mess with farm sidekick 
Jezebel. She’s a Plott hound, a 
Southern breed known for its 
deep, rich voice and the tough¬ 
ness to hunt large game such as 
boars and bears. 

Morgan’s Ford Farm unfolds 
its gentle message around each 
hill and bend, with the river, 
the forest, the fields and the 
animal life interwoven. The 
Chatfield-Taylors hope their 
call will resonate throughout 
the Shenandoah Valley as more 
landowners follow their lead in 
preservation. As Wayne noted, 
it’s all about “people who care 
about their land.” ^

MARYLAND TAPS 
INTO GROWING 
MARKETS OVERSEAS 


Trade involves Russia, 
South Korea, Ukraine and 
the Philippines, 
with China expected 
on board soon.

W hen the warning that 
“The Russians are com¬ 
ing! The Russians are 
coming!” is dispatched into the 
Maryland Thoroughbred com¬ 
munity owners and breeders 
spring into high alert. 

They are not worried about 
any danger nor do they expect 
anything comical like the plot 
of the 1960s-era movie of that 
name. Instead, they know they 
may have a serious opportunity 
to sell horses to an emerging 
market that has been tapped by 
state officials helping to pro¬ 
mote Maryland horse farming. 

These days, several other 
international groups could just 
as likely be listed in such an 
industry alarm, led by South 
Koreans, Ukrainians and Fili¬ 
pinos. Delegations from all 
those nations have expressed 
a serious interest in purchas¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds, and are 
pursuing that objective both 
privately and at public auctions 
in Maryland. 

In what has become a 
uniquely successful state gov¬ 
ernment program tied to the 
equine industry, Maryland has 
opened its doors to interna¬ 
tional buyers of horses, led by 
Thoroughbreds but extending 
to Standardbreds and perfor¬ 
mance horses. The result is a 
payoff that could keep growing 
annually, particularly if China, 


which plans to send a delega¬ 
tion in the near future to study 
parimutuel wagering and rac¬ 
ing, decides to approve betting 
and import large numbers of 
higher quality stock than what 
is already in the country with 
the world’s largest population. 

The effort began about 
eight years ago in what Nancy 
Wallace, who is a major spark 
as the director of international 
operations for the Maryland 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development, recalls 
as “kind of a fluke thing.” 

Two Korean-American 
men living in Maryland con¬ 
tacted the state Department 
of Agriculture, where Wallace 
previously worked as director 
of marketing and international 
trade development, in 1997 to 
inquire about the equine indus¬ 


try. When the pair encouraged 
Koreans they knew to work 
with Maryland—state offi¬ 
cials had proved more help¬ 
ful than those in other states 
they had contacted—a bridge 
was constructed for the export 
of Thoroughbreds to South 
Korea, which was in the initial 
stages of vastly improving its 
racing program. 

Since that initial contact, 
more than 3,000 Thorough¬ 
breds with significant ties to 
Maryland—either bred in, 
trained in, or offered at auc¬ 
tions in the state—have been 
sold and exported to South 
Korea. The model state offi¬ 
cials developed to work with 
that nation, which has huge 
race tracks in Seoul and Busan 
and an intention to develop 
another in a special casino 


resort area planned for comple¬ 
tion in 2008, has been modified 
for use with Russia, Ukraine 
and the Philippines. 

Key to the guidelines is the 
development of relationships 
through the exchange of indus¬ 
try figures in visits that have 
included seminars and intern¬ 
ships, as well as entertainment 
at farms and key events such as 
the Preakness and the Maryland 
Million. Last May, Maryland 
hosted delegations from China, 
the Philippines and Korea at 
the Preakness, with a group 
of Russians canceling at the 
last minute due to unforeseen 
circumstances. 

“We just want to find some 
synergy, find that thread, and 
work with it and expand,” 
Wallace said. “It’s a little dif¬ 
ferent approach than most 
people take with international 
trade, because usually you do 
all the research and you find 
the best market and how you’re 
competitive. We’re going on 
more the real, personal con¬ 
nections—mainly because the 
horse industry demands that.” 

Shared passions 

Horses have served as pass¬ 
ports to new worlds for centu¬ 
ries, extending all the way back 
to ancient history. Wallace and 
Maryland horsemen have been

able to savor rare cultural cross¬ 
overs with the people they have 
worked widi in other countries, 
beginning with the trade mis¬ 
sion representatives embarked 
on to Russia in 2001, returning 
home by jet on September 10, 
just one day before the cata¬ 
strophic attacks by terrorists 
who had hijacked airplanes. 

“There was a real special 
bond because [the attacks] 
affected everybody/’ Wallace 
said. “The people we had just 
met in the Leningrad oblast [an 
administrative region] realized 
how important that trip was 
for us to be there, and how it 
may not have happened again 
after that time. At that point, 
who knew what was going to 
happen? It just made it such a 
more powerful trip.” 

With a passion for horses, 
particularly fast ones, shared 
by nearly all nations, horsemen 
and state officials also have 
been privy to some singular 
moments in diplomacy. 

One of the most rewarding 
experiences cited by Wallace 
occurred while she was still 
working for the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture and 
hosting groups of Koreans and 
Russians who were in the state 


to learn more about the horse 
industry. Brought together for 
a social function, one of the 
Russians, who had served in his 
country’s military, approached 
a man who was a top officer in 
the South Korean Army. 

“The Russian said, ‘It’s 
quite an honor to meet you, 
General. I’m a retired colonel 
in the Russian Army,’ ” Wallace 
related. 

“The two of them spoke 
perfect English to each other,” 
she continued. “Remember, 
the Russians had supported the 
North Koreans. The Korean 
said, ‘I’m glad we found com¬ 
mon soil to meet on. Not 
only do we have similar back¬ 
grounds, we have the same 
passion for horses, and it’s an 
honor to meet you. It’s really 
amazing we have to come to 
the United States to do this, 
and we have to thank the state 
of Maryland.’ 

“It blew me away,” Wallace 
said. “I hadn’t even thought 
about the political [complica¬ 
tions], that North Korea and 
the Russians had been aligned 
and that both of them [from the 
trade delegations] had fought in 
those wars, and here they were 
meeting each other for the first 


time. The horse industry can 
do that—that’s why countries 
are starting to develop it 
because it is really special.” 

Wallace deflects much of 
the credit for what she called 
the state program’s “tremen¬ 
dous success” to the eager will¬ 
ingness of representatives of 
racing in other countries to first 
learn about and then capitalize 
on what Maryland has to offer 
with its more than 250 years of 
racing and breeding traditions. 

“The people in all the coun¬ 
tries we’ve been working with 
are really visionaries,” she said. 
“They’re forward-thinking, 
they’re entrepreneurs and they 
like to look long-term.” 

Success breeds 
success 

Maryland horsemen who 
have embraced the program 
also have been visionary in 
their ability to grasp the poten¬ 
tial, even though, as Wallace 
pointed out, it may take years to 
develop actual sales with each 
nation. But even the invest¬ 
ment of their time in greeting 
foreign visitors and showing 
them their horses sometimes 


returns a yield just as valuable 
as quick sales. The trust and 
camaraderie built over the years 
results in a reputable founda¬ 
tion that can lead to business 
with other nations as well. 

In October, Wallace and 
horsemen expected buyers 
from the Philippines to begin 
purchasing a planeload of Thor¬ 
oughbreds—approximately 87 
individuals—at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic Eastern Fall Year¬ 
ling sale at Timonium. 

“They’re going to come out 
to the farms and look at horses 
privately, and they’ve already 
signed on to come back and 
buy breeding stock later in the 
year,” said William IK Boniface, 
breeding division manager at 
Bonita Farm in Darlington. 
One Filipino group has indi¬ 
cated a specific interest in fillies 
with solid pedigrees. 

“This is going to be huge,” 
Boniface added. “They turn to 
us because of our success with 
some of the other countries.” 

The Filipino racing indus¬ 
try is in the midst of change 
and upgrading, like its South 
Korean counterpart was eight 
years ago. Further, an outbreak 
of equine infectious anemia last 
year led to the banishment of

some horses from race tracks 
and destruction of others, 
depleting the country’s already 
thin supply of Thoroughbreds. 

“It’s a young industry They 
have two tracks and they don’t 
have enough horses to fill the 
fields,” Wallace said. “They 
push their horses pretty hard, 
and that’s not something they 
really want to do. They want to 
get it up to a higher caliber.” 

Two of the Filipinos expect¬ 
ed to come to Maryland on 
the buying trips are Philippine 
Racing Commission members 
Reynaldo Fernando, a veterinar¬ 
ian, and Jaime Dilag, the panel 
chairman, said Carolyn Green, 
who with her husband, Ron, 
owns Green Willow Farms in 
Westminster. 

“They’re not going to be 
buying at the top of the mar¬ 
ket, but the top of the market 
doesn’t really need any help,” 
Carolyn Green said. “The mid¬ 
dle to the bottom needs help, 
so this will be a real boost.” 

The Greens became big 
believers in the state’s interna¬ 
tional program after participat¬ 
ing in the mission to Russia in 
2001 . 


“We had a wonderful trip 
into Krasnodar, which is their 
Lexington, Ky.” Green said. 
“They have an amazing group 
of broodmares with excellent 
conformation. They have such 
a good culling program that 
they produce an excellent group 
of foals that, besides pedigree, 
would be accepted into any 
select sale in the world.” 

After the trip, Russians trav¬ 
eled to Maryland and were 
prepared to buy a group of 
horses from the Greens until 
Russian import rules on West 
Nile virus, which has spread 
throughout the U.S., got in the 
way. However, state and other 
American officials are working 
with the Russians to see about 
relaxing those rules—and on 
other enhancements to the 
export process as well. 

Green and Wallace said that, 
in preparation for the Filipino 
buying trip, the state hoped to 
win designation of Baltimore- 
Washington International Air¬ 
port as an official export sta¬ 
tion for horses so that the ani¬ 
mals would not have to be 
shipped to New York prior to 
flights abroad. 


“What the state of Maryland 
is doing is amazing,” Green 
said. “They’re approaching it 
in the right way. The state is 
spending a lot of time and 
money and energy and doing 
everything they can to get 
people in from international 
markets and see what we have 
to offer.” 

Finding a niche 

Keeping the equine product 
that Maryland does have to 
offer in perspective has been 
a key part of the program’s 
success, according to Wallace, 
as has been the savvy participa¬ 
tion by horsemen. 

“One of the strategies that 
Maryland has employed has 
been, We know who we are 
and we know what we have to 
offer the market. We are not 
Kentucky,’ ” Wallace said. ‘We 
have very high-quality horses; 
while we don’t have as many, 
we definitely can compete with 
Kentucky in some markets. 
We’re not going to go to Japan 
[which imports many well-bred 
horses from Kentucky], but 


we’re going to go where our 
sister state program is. We’re 
already working there in those 
countries, even if it’s just in 
general agricultural programs, 
and so we take that and meet 
the key players in the racing 
industry. We’re just going to 
find those unique niches.” 

The connection with the 
Philippines, for example, hap¬ 
pened during a February meet¬ 
ing in that country initiated 
by non-equine topics, includ¬ 
ing dairy genetics. ‘We start¬ 
ed talking about horses and 
we went to a track,” Wallace 
recalled. “They love American 
bloodlines, and they run on 
the dirt, and yet they’re buy¬ 
ing from Australia, with sec¬ 
ond and third-generation ties 
to American bloodlines. It was 
like, Wait a minute. Why don’t 
you just buy from us?’” 

Jockey Club statistics show 
that Maryland is the seventh 
leading state in the U.S. by foal 
production, with 978 live foals 
born in 2004 and 997 in 2005 
(both figures are expected to 
increase slightly since some 
foal reports have not yet been 
filed). 
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“The breeders and owners 
in Maryland are taking interna¬ 
tional trade seriously” Wallace 
stressed. “When I call them 
up and say we have this group 
coming in and can we take 
them out to meet you, it's not 
taking them out to see a pretty 
farm, it’s taking them out to 
meet them and they need to 
be prepared to engage in very 
intelligent conversation. As an 
example, Mike and Josh Pons 
[of Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air] have been fantastic; they 
have always hosted anybody we 
called about. Mike has always 
been prepared, and treats them 
as if they were one of their top 
buyers. We didn’t always get 
that kind of reception every¬ 
where. . . The advice I give to 
any breeder and owner is that 
these people are serious and 
they’re here to stay.” 

One figure in Maryland rac¬ 
ing who has consistently taken 
international sales seriously 
is trainer Carlos Garcia, an 
Argentine native who moved 
to the U.S. in 1964. Based at 
Laurel Park and owner with 


his wife Carol Kaye-Garcia of 
Wellington Stud in Woodbine, 
Garcia said he has sold about 
400 horses to Korea alone and 
many more to other countries. 
He has traveled to Korea sever¬ 
al times to give seminars, check 
on horses he has sold and give 
training advice. 

“The people from other 
countries need horses, and I try 
to find them according to the 
types of races they have,” Garcia 
said. “The Koreans were look¬ 
ing for horses that were sound 
and could run—they didn’t care 
how fast. Horses from here can 
be champions over there.” 

Some of the horses Garcia 
sold became top runners in 
South Korea, including stakes 
winner Bohemian Butler. In 
fact, horses who had been 
bred or trained in Maryland 
became so successful that the 
Koreans passed a law forbid¬ 
ding Thoroughbreds who had 
already raced abroad from rac¬ 
ing in that nation, Garcia and 
Wallace said. 

Undoubtedly one of the 
main poster fillies for Mid- 


Adantic breeders who want 
to connect with foreign buy¬ 
ers has been Moon Thisde. 
A Pennsylvania-bred daughter 
of former Maryland-based 
stallion Malibu Moon, Moon 
Thisde was bought for $4,000 
by Ukrainian Alexander Khait 
at the 2003 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic February Mixed sale at 
Timonium. She went on to 
win the Russian Oaks and the 
Moscow Derby, becoming just 
the fourth filly in history to 
capture both events. 

Yet it is Asia that perhaps 
holds the most potential for 
Maryland. With the Asian 
economy growing and many 
countries intent on improving 
already existing racing indus¬ 
tries or establishing new tracks, 
the possibility is strong for 
future sales as long as relation¬ 
ships continue to be cultivated. 

“China will be a fantastic 
place, a phenomenal market,” 
Wallace said. “We’ve been 
working with a couple of jock¬ 
ey clubs from over there on all 
different aspects. They want to 
know how to legaLUe wager¬ 


ing. There’s actually a Chinese 
commission, a group of 10 
people, that was appointed by 
the People’s Republic of China 
Congress that is going to come 
to the U.S. to see how wagering 
affects the industry, society and 
the culture. They wanted to 
come over and see Maryland, 
Kentucky and New York. It 
will be really fascinating to see 
how it develops.” 

But the potential is not lim¬ 
ited to China. Racing also exists 
in such growing Asian Racing 
Federation nations as India, 
Malaysia, Singapore, Mauritius, 
Pakistan and Thailand, as well 
as Macau, a semi-autonomous 
territory of China. 

“The Asian market as a 
whole is just a huge market 
waiting to be tapped into,” said 
Boniface. “There are a lot of 
countries that have not been 
too heavily involved in horse 
racing that are getting more 
involved, and they don’t have 
enough horses. They have to 
get them from somewhere— 
why not here?” ^

’CHASING ABOUT byjoe Clancy Jr. 


Hirapour (Ire) 
gets it together 
at Saratoga 


H orses can’t read minds, 
can’t understand English 
(well, not beyond “Whoa” 
and “Quit!”) and can’t even 
hold newspapers. 

So there’s no way Hirapour 
(Ire) could have known all of 
the various factors affecting the 
New York Turf Writers Cup- 
NSA1 at Saratoga on September 
2. Rain had postponed the race 


from its original date two days 
earlier. Steeple chasing had 
taken a drubbing due to two 
ugly races (one that included 
just two finishers) at the meet. 
Trainer Doug Fout had buried 
his father two weeks earlier. 
And jockey Matt McCarron 
had endured surgery and five 
weeks of physical therapy on a 
broken left forearm. 


Combined, these circum¬ 
stances made for a tense time 
before the $159,200 Turf 
Writers Cup, which brought to 
a close the 2005 steeplechase 
season at, arguably, America’s 
most popular race track. 

No worries. Hirapour pro¬ 
vided the healing—for every¬ 
one. 

The 2004 champion became 
the first steeplechaser to win 
two Grade 1 stakes this year (he 
took the Royal Chase at Keene- 
land in April), outrunning long- 
shot Three Carat over the final 
three furlongs to score by three 
and three-quarters lengths for 
owner Eldon Farm and the 
hurting Fout (whose father, 
Paul Fout, died on August 16) 
and McCarron (who needed 
a plate and eight screws in his 
arm after the July 27 fall). 

“I don’t think Charles 
Dickens or anybody could write 
a better fairy tale,” McCarron 


said. “It was unbelievable, a 
dream come true on a true 
champion. 

“He won the race. It had 
nothing to do with me. He’s a 
brilliant animal.” 

Dickens didn’t write fairy 
tales, but the point is the same, 
and Fout agreed. 

“It means so much to me 
that I can’t explain to you how 
much it means,” he noted after 
the race. “This horse got hurt 
in the A.P. Smithwick [NSA2]; 
things didn’t go his way, and he 
got beat. Then I lost my dad. 
For this horse to come back and 
do what he did today,,. and the 
fact that my father won this 
race in 1975, it means a lot.” 

Hirapour settled for third 
in the Smithwick on August 8 
while racing without McCarron 
for the first time in five starts. 
Substitute jockey Chip Miller 
didn’t cause the defeat, though. 
First, Hirapour couldn’t over-

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come a cut on his knee that 
required six stitches. Second, 
returning from a nearly four- 
month layoff, he couldn’t catch 
the sharp Paradise’s Boss at a 
relatively short two and a six¬ 
teenth miles. The Turf Writers 
was always the goal, and Hira- 
pour acted as if he knew it. 

Full of pace, the two and 
three-eighths-mile race looked 
to suit Hirapour like new 
shoes fit a shopaholic. Until 
the flag fell, anyway. The pace 
simply didn’t show: Party Airs 
and Mauritania dropped back, 
jockey Xavier Aizpuru forced 
Paradise’s Boss to rate and only 
English invader Say What You 
See (Ire) went to the front. In 
Iris first start over American 
fences, the early leader jumped 
greenly and never found a 
rhythm. 

Behind him, the others jos¬ 
tled and jumbled while trying to 
create some favorable tactics: 
Paradise’s Boss was unsettled; 
Praise the Prince (NZ) was up 
close; and Fhrapour was far 
back, eighth of nine through 
the first half of the race. 

“They weren’t going near the 
gallop I thought they would,” 
said McCarron. “Paradise’s 
Boss was swinging up there, 
and my horse was struggling 
a bit. I was starting to second- 
guess what I had done, but 
when I pulled him out down 
the back just to give him day¬ 
light, to let him know it was 
time to go, he took me there.” 

Before the eighth of 10 
fences, with about six furlongs 
to go, McCarron moved his 
mount to the outside, and 
Hirapour responded by gliding 
to the fourth spot behind Praise 
the Prince, Paradise’s Boss and 
Three Carat. Smithwick winner 
Paradise’s Boss tried to stretch 
them out again, taking over 
going into the final turn, but 
he was quickly joined by Three 
Carat and a menacing Hirapour, 
under urging from McCarron, 
in the two path. Three Carat, 
carrying 18 fewer pounds than 
the winner, took a brief lead on 
the final turn while bidding for 
an upset. 


“From the three-eighths 
pole I was off the bridle and 
riding,” said McCarron. “I had 
him in a spot where he was up 
on heels, but I didn’t want to 
go three-wide at that point, and 
I still wanted to keep my posi¬ 
tion. I could almost hear him 
say ‘Dude, what are you doing? 
They’re in my way. Not yet.’ 

“As soon as I pulled him 
out, even though I thought he 
didn’t have another gear, he 
found that gear.” 

Hirapour drew even at 
the last fence, then motored 
off to a widening score while 
shouldering high weight of 158 
pounds. The son of Kahyasi 
(Ire) improved to 10-for-17 life¬ 
time over jumps, and stayed 
on a pattern of winning every 
other hurdle race going back 
to November 2003. In nine 
American jump starts, he owns 
five wins, three seconds, a third 
and $467,650 in earnings. 

The extra two and one-half 
furlongs—plus Hirapour’s abil¬ 
ity to relax early—were the dif¬ 
ference between a third in the 
Smithwick and a win in the 
Turf Writers. 

“When you get him at a 
distance and he can run horses 
down like he did today, if he 
can chase horses [Hirapour] 
will not give up,” said Fout. “I 
don’t care if he’s on three legs 
or two legs, he will give you 
everything he has. When he was 
close [to the pace] like he was in 
the A.P Smithwick, he was too 


rank and he had nothing really 
to chase down the whole way.” 

TURF WRITERS NOTES: 

Paul Fout won the Turf Writers 
in 1975 with Life’s Illusion, the 
only filly or mare to take the 
steeplechase Eclipse Award. 

Eldon Farm, headed by 
Georgia resident Ken Luke, 
completed a remarkable Sara¬ 
toga trifecta, winning with 2- 
year-old first-time starter Unob¬ 
structed View (trained by Todd 
Pletcher) on August 4, selling a 
$950,000 yearling and winning 
a Grade 1 steeplechase. 

LOOPY FOR 
STEEPLECHASING 

Getting better all the time, 
first-year hurdler The Looper 
won his third consecutive start 
with another gutsy late run in 
a $50,000 allowance hurdle at 
Saratoga on August 24. 

Owned by his breeder, Mill 
House (Jim and Kitty Brady), 
and trained by Tom Voss, The 
Looper sat just off a slow 
pace while jumping perfectly 
and saving ground for much 
of the race. Given his cue by 
jockey Rob Massey, the 5-year- 
old rolled alongside pacesetter 
Latino (Per) to win by a neck. 

The race turned out to be 
different from his July 27 allow¬ 
ance win at Saratoga (when 
Latino was third), in which 
The Looper dropped well off a 
quick pace. 


“There wasn’t as much 
pace as we’d have hoped,” said 
Massey of the August 24 race. 
“We’d been thinking all week 
that Latino was the danger car¬ 
rying 140 pounds, as opposed 
to taking us on at level weights 
like last time. When there was 
no pace and he [Latino] went to 
the front, I had to sit with him 
and try to take a lead.” 

The Looper stayed with 
his owner but switched barns 
after going 3-for-19 (with five 
seconds and $128,862 in earn¬ 
ings) on the flat for trainer Neil 
Howard. 

Destined for claiming com¬ 
pany and probably a new home 
this past winter at Fair Grounds, 
the son of Labeeb (GB) instead 
headed to Maryland and stee¬ 
plechasing. He lost his first two 
starts while racing close to the 
pace and not showing much. 
Massey got aboard at Colonial 
Downs on June 19, and since 
then it’s been nothing but vic¬ 
tories. 

“He’s a lot more confident 
in himself. I feel very lucky to 
be a passenger on him,” Massey 
said. “His jumping’s gotten 
more confident; he traveled 
exceptionally well throughout 
the [August 24] race, but not 
to the point where you’re ever 
doing too much. . . He’s a 
lovely, big horse. It’s always fun 
when it’s like that.” 

The Looper improved his 
first-season bankroll for Mill 
House to $73,750, tops among 
rookie jumpers this year.

STEEPLECHASING byjoe Clancy Jr. 


Jockey 
Dave Bentley 
calls it a day 
after successful 
career 


D ave Bentley walked into 
my office, something he's 
done a few times—he 
works across the street—but 
this early September visit 
seemed different. 


This time he had something 
to say 

The two-time National Stee¬ 
plechase Association jockey 
champion waited for a few 
people to stop talking, took a 


seat on the small leather couch, 
crossed his legs, thumbed a 
book and slowly spoke: “I've 
got a story for you. I'm hanging 
up my boots." 

After 16 years as a jump 
jockey, the last six in the United 
States, Bentley will ride no 
more. He quit in mid-season, 
giving up on the 2005 fall ses¬ 
sion of 15 stops and $1.8 mil¬ 
lion in purses. Soon to be 36, 
he leaves with his health and 
Inis senses, despite a nasty fall at 
Colonial Downs that cost him 
much of the summer. 

“I've been trying to put it 
off and put it off," he said of 
the decision. “I planned to ride 
during the fall and finish up the 
season, but I wasn't enjoying it 
tike I used to. It’s a young man's 
game." 

Bentley won titles in 2002 
and 2003, and teamed up with 
stakes star Tres Touche for a 
slew of memorable perfor¬ 
mances. When colic claimed 
Tres Touche this past summer, 
fans could almost hear Bentley 
question the rest of his career. 

One without the other just 
wasn't the same. 

The Maryland-bred won 10 
races, all with Bentley aboard. 
Grade 1 wins in the Iroquois 
and the New York Turf Writers 
Cup last year make the jockey's 
highlight list but, predictably, he 
singled out different moments. 

“I always got a great thrill 
riding him around Montpelier; 
that was his type of course, and 
he could really use his jumping 
diere," recalled Bendey, who 
won the November meet’s fea¬ 
ture, the Noel Laing Stakes, in 
2002 and 2004. “Not having 
him to look forward to was a 
factor in my decision." 

Other factors were results 
on the race course. Bendey won 
with just four of 45 mounts 
this year, and hit the ground 
five times—the last with Rouge 
Sensation at Colonial Downs 
on July 24. Bendey wound up 
in the hospital with a broken rib 
and a punctured lung, and didn't 
ride again until September 2 at 


Saratoga. In what would be his 
final ride, Bendey pulled up 
English invader Say What You 
See (Ire), who jumped errati¬ 
cally and helped cause Bendey's 
saddle to slip, in this summer's 
Turf Writers. 

Born in England, Bendey 
became a jockey at 17, riding 
on the flat for two years before 
switching to steeplechase races 
for good at 19. He fell in his 
first race, breaking a bone in 
his hand, but put together 10 
seasons and 68 victories in his 
home country, where jump rac¬ 
ing rivals flat racing in popu¬ 
larity and importance. Bendey 
made a living but watched his 
career level off at an age when 
he should have been reaching 
his prime. 

Instead of riding out the 
card of his English career, 
he took a risk: sold his tack, 
bought an airline ticket around 
the world, rode a bit, fol¬ 
lowed future wife Fenneka to 
America, missed riding races 
and joined the American jockey 
colony in 2000. He won six of 
36 that first year, then advanced 
to 15 wins (and third in the 
standings) in 2001. The tides 
came the next two years when 
Bendey won 18 and 16, as his 
American career reached 72 
wins and $1.86 million in purses 
earned. He topped the 100-ride 
mark in 2001, 2002 and 2003 
while building a reputation of 
graceful success. Bendey pro¬ 
gressed from English outsider 
to die first jockey consulted 
on U.S. policy changes, and the 
one called upon to speak at 
stewards' seminars. 

“I packed it in in England; 
America was a second chance," 
said Bendey, who exercises 
horses for trainer Graham 
Motion at Fair Hill Training 
Center. “I enjoyed every min¬ 
ute of it. I won't miss the race 
riding, but I think I'll miss the 
lads, the banter, the getting 
ready to go racing—all that 
goes into it." 

And it will miss him. ^

PEDIGREES by Alan Porter 


Short Winded: 
maternal dynasty 
founded from 
unlikely source 


S ometimes the most unlike¬ 
ly broodmares become 
dynasty founders. 

An example is Short Winded 
(by the rather obscure stallion 
Harvest Singing), who appears 
in the pedigrees of more than a 
dozen stakes winners. 

A foal of 1965, Short Wind¬ 
ed was bred in Virginia by 


Samuel O. Graham from “a 
mare he got in a package deal 
from a man down the road,” 
recalled Graham's daughter 
Barbara Cross Graham. 

Short Winded's latest descen¬ 
dant to come to the fore is 2- 
year-old great-grandson Henny 
Hughes, a son of Hennessy 
who burst on to the scene while 


winning his first three starts by 
a combined 24% lengths. 

Henny Hughes made head¬ 
lines in July with his reported 
purchase for $4.3 million by 
Darley Stable following his sec¬ 
ond start. His reputation grew 
with his debut under the Darley 
silks in the Grade 2 Saratoga 
Special. Showing a tremendous 
turn of foot, Henny Hughes 
opened a seven-length lead 
before coasting home three and 
three-quarters lengths clear of 
the highly rated Master of 
Disaster, earning a 105 Beyer 
speed figure. 

Following the Saratoga 
Special, Henny Hughes went 
off as odds-on favorite in the 
Hopeful Stakes-Gl, but clearly 
ran below his best, finishing 
second, four and a quarter 
lengths behind First Samurai. 
He'll attempt to redeem him¬ 
self this fall in New York. 


Henny Hughes brought 
$180,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July Yearling sale, 
where he was consigned by his 
breeders: Trackside Farm (Pam 
Clark and Tom Evans), Libera¬ 
tion Farm (Rob Whiteley) and 
CHO LLC (Arthur Seelbinder). 
The purchaser was Gulf Coast 
Farms Bloodstock. 

A $370,000 RNA at the 
Barretts March 2-year-olds in 
training sale, Henny Hughes 
began his career on June 17 at 
Monmouth Park for owners 
Gulf Coast Farms and Martin 
Cherry, winning by six lengths. 
Trained by Patrick Biancone, 
Henny Hughes next took Bel¬ 
mont Park's Tremont Stakes by 
15 lengths on July 4, a remark¬ 
able performance after over¬ 
coming a stumble at the start. 

In his short career, Henny 
Hughes has emphatically dem¬ 
onstrated the speed and tough¬ 
ness that are traits of Short 
Winded's descendants. 

Short Winded herself had 
the virtue of being tough, as 
she ran for five years, made 58 
starts and won nine times, earn¬ 
ing $32,306. But any predic¬ 
tions about her positive impact 
as a broodmare would have 
been implausible. 

Short Winded's sire Harvest 
Singing, a son of *Nasrullah 
out of the Bull Lea mare 
Meadow, was bred by Claiborne 
Farm and owned by Paul 
Mellon, but his famous connec¬ 
tions weren't enough to make 
him a star. 

Harvest Singing won five 
races and $21,530 from 35 
starts in the late 1950s without 
earning black type. At stud, he 
never sired a stakes winner. And 
with the exception of the 
descendants of Short Winded, 
Harvest Singing is found in the 
pedigree of only one other 
stakes winner. 

The distaff side of Short 
Winded's pedigree isn't a great 
deal more inspiring. Besides 
Short Winded, the best runner 
produced by the Alquest mare 
Wind Cloud is Short Winded's

full brother Long Winded, who 
raced for seven years to win 12 
races and $44,407. 

There is black type found 
behind Wind Cloud, as she was 
a half-sister to the Bowie Breed¬ 
ers' Stakes winner Dr Eugene J. 
and to the dam of Great 
Mystery, a talented colt who 
won or placed in 18 stakes. His 
21 victories included Belmont 
Park's Jerome Handicap and a 
six-furlong track record-setting 
performance in the Phoenix 
Handicap at Keeneland. 

Barbara Graham was devot¬ 
ed to her father and his horses, 
and when Short Winded was 
claimed out of a race, “I cried 
for a week," she recalled, and 
immediately claimed the mare 
back. 

Short Winded raced until 
1971. The following spring, the 
maiden mare was shipped a 
few miles down the road from 
the Grahams' farm near Purcell- 
ville, Va., to Hickory Tree Farm 
in Middleburg, to the court 
of first-year stallion Hagley, a 
top sprinter/miler by Olden 
Times. 

Short Winded's first foal 
was the Hagley filly Vodka Talk¬ 
ing, a seven-time winner who 
placed second in the Sadie Haw¬ 
kins Stakes and finished third 
in the All Brandy Handicap. 

Vodka Talking extended the 
family by producing the 
Rollicking gelding Rollodka. 
Stakes-placed at 3,4 and 7, Rol¬ 
lodka had physical problems 
that kept him from getting his 
first stakes win until January 1, 
1988, when, at the age of 8, he 
kicked off the new year with a 
victory in the Resolution 
Handicap. Rollodka, a Mary- 
land-bred, added scores in the 
Challedon, Crafty Admiral and 
J. Edgar Hoover Handicaps, 
and by die time of his retire¬ 
ment at age 12, he had made 
122 starts, won or placed in 85 
of them and earned $559,669. 

The female line of Vodka 
Talking is stronger than ever 
through her daughter Chattin. 
A full sister to Rollodka, Chattin 
produced the Allen's Prospect 
mare Gin Talking, Maryland- 


bred horse of the year in 2000 
and a seven-time stakes winner 
whose victories included the 
Grade 3 Anne Arundel Stakes. 
Gin Talking launched her 
broodmare career with the 
Dixieland Band filly Dixie Talk¬ 
ing, winner of the Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship in 
her stakes debut last December 
and a graded stakes winner this 
year when taking the Cicada 
Stakes-G3 before her prema¬ 
ture retirement in April. 

The year 1988 offered the 
first glimpse of Short Winded's 
legacy. In addition to Rollodka, 
she was the granddam of that 
year's Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap winner DarkTzarina, 
as well as juvenile stakes winner 
Halley's Wind. 

Dark Tzarina, by Rollicking, 
was out of Short Winded's sec¬ 
ond foal, Salem Saviour (a win¬ 
ning daughter of Salem), thus a 
three-parts-sister to Rollodka. 
Exported to Australia, Dark 
Tzarina has produced three 
stakes winners, including the 
Sir Ernest Lee-Steere Classic- 
G3 victor Mobile Link (by 
shuttle crop sire Is It True) and 
Roma Cup-G3 winner Papillion 
(by Old Spice). 

Short Winded's third foal 
was a winning filly by Favoreci- 
dian named Whimsical Wind. 
She in turn produced Halley's 
Wind (by Hagley), whose best 
efforts came at 2. Winner of 
the Southeastern Breeders 
Classic Stakes, Halley's Wind in 
turn went to California, where 
she became the dam of a pair 
of stakes-placed fillies to local 
stallion Bartok. Another daugh¬ 
ter of Halley's Wind, Dandy's 
Sunshine, is the dam of seven¬ 
time stakes winner Fuse It (by 
Lite the Fuse). 

By 1977, it was evident that 
Vodka Talking was a useful 
runner, and so for the next 
three years the mating of Short 
Winded with Hagley was 
repeated. The first result was a 
tough colt named I the Wind, 
who won 13 of 132 starts. The 
mating hit gold with the second 
of the trio, the filly Shordey. 


Unraced at 2, Shordey was 
successful in the Caesar's Wish 
Stakes at 3, and won three 
stakes at 4, her most prestigious 
triumph coming in the First 
Flight Handicap-G3. Shordey 
retired with an impressive record 
of nine wins, two seconds and 
two thirds from 14 starts. 

Shordey has so far been 
unable to replicate her talent, 
but she has produced seven 
winners from 11 foals to race. 
Her best are the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Distaff Handicap and 
Politely Stakes third-place fin¬ 
isher Shortpoint (by Two 
Punch), and Meadow Flyer, 
described by Rob Whiteley as a 
“beautifully made, medium¬ 
sized" daughter of Meadow- 
lake, whose brief career lasted 
just over a month at the end of 
1991. 

In two starts at 2, Meadow 
Flyer broke her maiden and 
was second in the Pasadena 
Stakes at Santa Anita. Meadow 
Flyer is the dam of Henny 
Hughes. 

Short Winded didn't rest on 
her laurels after giving birth to 
Shordey, and the next year 
foaled multiple stakes-placed 
Breathless Wind, the dam of 
five winners to date, most nota¬ 
bly the Baederwood gelding 
Wood Whistle, winner of the 
Radnor Hunt Cup and runner- 
up in the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

After a barren year, Short 
Winded gave birth to Short 
Encounter (by Dancing Count). 
Short Encounter won just once, 
but to Aaron's Concorde pro¬ 
duced an extremely talented 
sprinter in Romano Gucci, a 
winner of $465,523 whose 
credits included victories in the 
Gotham Stakes-G2 and Best 
Turn Stakes-G3. 

A repeat of the Dancing 
Count mating resulted in Coun¬ 
tess Shorwind, who won one 
of two starts, but, more signifi¬ 
cantly, produced Laurel Turf 
Cup Handicap-G3 winner, 
two-time Maryland Million 
Classic victor and $573,116- 
earner Algar (by Horatius). 
Countess Shorwind is also the 
dam of Princess Pickle, a black- 


type-placed daughter of Hagley. 
Another daughter, Shorcount 
(by Oh Say), is the dam of the 
stakes-winning Press Card geld¬ 
ing No Pressure. 

The final three foals out 
of Short Winded were minor 
winners. In all, Short Winded 
produced 12 foals, nine of 
them fillies, seven stakes pro¬ 
ducers. Of her 11 starters, 10 
were winners. Her best-pro¬ 
ducing daughters were by stal¬ 
lions from the lines of Man 
o' War (through Relic—Olden 
Times—Hagley) and Nearco 
(Nearctic—Northern Dancer 
—Dancing Count; *N asrullah— 
N antallah—Ridan—Favoreci- 
dian; *Royal Charger—*Turn- 
to—Cyane—Salem). 

We haven't discerned any¬ 
thing in the background of 
Short Winded that explains 
why she became such a produc¬ 
tive mare, other than the fact 
that she was a very tough and 
hardy campaigner. Her pedi¬ 
gree is an outcross at five gen¬ 
erations, and the nearest dupli¬ 
cation is of the brilliant English 
2-year-old The Tetrarch, who 
appears 5x6. There is also a big 
background of what might be 
called “Old American" blood— 
Ben Brush, HImyar, Domino, 
Voter and Fair Play. 

The Hagley mating that cre¬ 
ated Shortley gives inbreeding 
to the English Derby winner 
^Blenheim II and *Bull Dog, 
both 5x5, concentrated in the 
dam of Hagley and in Harvest 
Singing. There is also a lot of 
Fair Play/*Rock Sand (the sire 
and broodmare sire of Man o' 
War). 

The pedigree of Henny 
Hughes is almost as big a mys¬ 
tery as the rise of the female 
line. It's another that is an out¬ 
cross at five generations, and 
the cross it represents, that of a 
Storm Cat-line stallion over a 
mare from the male line of 
Prince John, has produced only 
two other stakes winners, and 
only one previous graded stakes 
winner; neither of these is from 
the Hold Your Peace branch, 
from which Henny Hughes's 
dam, Meadow Flyer, springs.^

Study aims to 
predict lameness 
in young horses 


O n August 19, undefeated 
juvenile What a Song was 
euthanized after he broke 
down while training at Del Mar. 
The tragedy was not only a mon¬ 
etary blow to owners Bob and 
Beverly Lewis, who paid $1.9- 
million for the Songandaprayer 
colt earlier this year, but it 
robbed Thoroughbred racing 
of arguably its most promising 
2-year-old. 


Preventing breakdowns 
such as this one is the mission 
of Stephanie Preston and her 
husband, Art; the latter was one 
of three brothers who cam¬ 
paigned 1999 champion older 
horse Victory Gallop. Deeply 
involved in the Thoroughbred 
industry through their Oxbow 
Farm in Ocala, Fla., Stephanie 
and Art Preston have estab¬ 
lished a foundation to sup¬ 


port an ongoing study at 
the University of Florida in 
Gainesville called the Equine 
Soundness Program (ESP), 
which seeks to draw a cor¬ 
relation between changes in 
the synovial (joint) fluid and 
training-associated lameness 
in yearlings and young 2-year- 
olds. The Prestons hope that 
by establishing an association 
between the presence of cer¬ 
tain biological substances in the 
joint fluid and particular inju¬ 
ries, such as stress fractures or 
bucked shins, training regimens 
can be altered to prevent those 
injuries. 

“I have a particular pas¬ 
sion for the lameness that is 
so prevalent in our industry,” 
Stephanie Preston said. “And 
the most frustrating thing to 
me is that the technology exists 
to help prevent lameness by 
diagnosing it before tragedies 
tike What a Song occur.” 

The Equine Soundness 
Program is the brainchild of 
Preston, who is pursuing her 
doctorate in large animal clini¬ 
cal medicine at the University 
of Florida. Along with her hus¬ 
band, she provided the horses 
for the study; the couple also 
provided their own facilities, 
personnel, care and manage¬ 
ment of the horses, all at no 
cost to the university. ESP is 
unique in that it uses a large 
population of sound, commer¬ 
cial sales yearlings, rather than 
laboratory horses. 

The 40 yearlings used in the 
study were purchased by the 
Prestons at auction in 2004, 
broken to ride and then put into 
training under Ronny Werner 
to prepare for 2-year-olds in 
training sales in the spring of 
2005. These 40 horses became 
the first group in the Equine 
Soundness Program, which 
closely monitored them for bio¬ 
markers—proteins and other 
substances that accumulate in 
the synovial fluid of horses 
when tissue turnover occurs 
in response to the stress of 
training and racing—that might 
correlate with injuries incurred 
during training. More yearlings 


purchased by the Prestons will 
enter the program each year 
as the ongoing study gathers 
more data toward its goal. 

During the approximately 
six-month study of the ini¬ 
tial group, samples of syno¬ 
vial fluid were drawn from each 
yearling before they were bro¬ 
ken. Subsequent samples were 
taken monthly while the horses 
progressed through training. 

While part-owner of the 
yearlings, Preston is also a 
passionate scientist pursuing 
answers, as well as a former 
jockey with first-hand knowl¬ 
edge of the heartbreak of 
catastrophic breakdowns. She 
worked with Werner to docu¬ 
ment details of each horse’s 
training, care, medication, vet¬ 
erinary attention and injuries. 
When all the data from the first 
group of yearlings are entered, 
Preston and her university col¬ 
leagues will analyze them to see 
if there are patterns that would 
correlate with a rise in specific 
biomarkers prior to the onset 
of specific injuries. 

“I’m in the process right 
now of scientifically evaluating 
the training data, which has told 
me already that the incidence 
of failure approaches 100 per¬ 
cent,” Preston said. “Thirty-six 
out of our 40 horses experi¬ 
enced musculoskeletal injury as 
a direct result of training on the 
race track.” 

Preston added that the site 
of the “failure,” or where the 
injury occurred on the horse’s 
body, is important because she 
believes young horses being 
pinhooked sustain injuries dif¬ 
ferent from horses competing 
in races. Once confirmed, that 
knowledge could have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on the way young 
horses are prepared for racing 
and for sales. 

BIOMARKERS 

When Preston became 
interested in biomarkers as a 
predictor of impending injury, 
she felt that previous studies 
concerning the phenomenon 
conducted by Colorado State

University and other facili¬ 
ties were hampered because 
researchers did not have access 
to race horses, but, rather, 
used laboratory horses in their 
work. She wanted to take that 
research one step farther when 
she designed her study around 
her 40 yearlings. 

“The nice thing about 
Stephanie's group is that they 
are real race horses, a sizeable 
group,” said Murray Brown, 
D.V.M., M.S., a professor of 
large animal surgery at the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida who is one 
of the faculty members partici¬ 
pating in the Equine Soundness 
Program. (Other faculty mem¬ 
bers involved are Associate 
Professor Jorge Hernandez, 
M.VZ., Ph.D., who specializes 
in athletic performance issues, 
and Assistant Professor Troy 
Trumble, DAM., Ph.D., a sur¬ 
geon with expertise in lame¬ 
ness.) Brown and Trumble are 
board-certified in veterinary 
surgery. 


“The horses are all uniform 
in age and the type of train¬ 
ing program, so it gives us a 
relatively large population of 
horses that are in a real-world 
experience,” explained Brown. 
“And with the very detailed 
clinical records Stephanie has 
been keeping on these horses, I 
think it is going to really allow 
us to look very critically at the 
laboratory data that we have in 
tight of the clinical data.” 

Preston shopped around 
her idea for ESP to several 
universities before she placed 
her proposal in the hands of 
Eleanor Green, DAM., pro¬ 
fessor and chair of the depart¬ 
ment of large animal clinical 
sciences and chief of staff of 
the University of Florida's large 
animal hospital. 

“Dr. Green played such a 
key role in that she saw the 
vision I had, she had the abil¬ 
ity to make it happen, and she 
determined it would be good 
for the University of Florida, 


as well,” Preston noted. “If it 
hadn't been for her sharing my 
vision, it wouldn't have hap¬ 
pened, because this has been 10 
years in the making.” 

Preston estimates it will take 
about another 10 years before 
technology becomes sophisti¬ 
cated enough to use biomark¬ 
ers commercially to predict— 
and thereby avoid—impending 
injuries that now occur with 
tittle or no warning: “We ought 
to be able to pull a sample and 
say, ‘This 2-year-old has a really 
elevated osteocalcin,' or some 
other type of biomarker that 
is related to preclinical signs 
of injury. Then we can say, We 
better back off, or he's going to 
shin-buck or he's going to chip 
that knee that's been a little bit 
warm in the mornings.' That's 
really the key—that's why [this 
study] is useful or interesting to 
the industry person.” 

She stressed that her goal in 
establishing the foundation that 
funds the Equine Soundness 


Program—as well as in carrying 
on her research—is to provide 
a practical way to help the typi¬ 
cal horsemen who struggles to 
keep his horses sound day after 
day. 

BENEFIT TO THE 
INDUSTRY 

According to Preston, lame¬ 
ness is at the center of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry's problems. 

The economic impact of 
lameness—money lost when 
injury causes horses to be side¬ 
lined, retired from racing or 
euthanized, and the veterinary 
bills associated with injury—is 
just one problem facing the 
industry that Preston believes 
could be mitigated if a means 
existed to detect impending 
injury well in advance, there¬ 
by enabling a trainer to alter 
the horse's training regimen to 
avoid it. 

She is convinced that the 
issue of racing on medication 
and how it impacts the integrity 
of the sport in the eyes of the 
public would become a moot 
point if clinicians could predict 
and prevent lameness. 

“Most medications really are 
used to make a horse cope with 
some sort of injury, whether 
you are injecting a suspensory 
or you are giving him Bute 
when you train him,” Preston 
said. “If you eliminate lame¬ 
ness, you eliminate the need for 
medication.” 

She also maintains that 
eliminating lameness would 
cause fewer horses to descend 
through the claiming ranks and 
out of the industry into hands 
where they may be neglected or 
slaughtered. 

“If you eliminate lameness, 
you lessen to a great degree 
the mission of groups tike the 
Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation,” she contended. 

“I truly believe that if we 
don't address this issue, my 
son who is 4 is not going to 
grow up in the racing business, 
because by the time he's grown 
up, we're not going to have any 
horses left.” w

MOVE TO THE 
HEAD OF THE 
MONMOUTH 
PARK CLASS

T his has been a break¬ 
through season for Kelly 
Breen, who won his first 
training title at Monmouth Park, 
notching 38 victories from 114 
starters during the meeting that 
concluded on September 25. 

Breen, 36, worked as an 
assistant for Ben Perkins Sr. 
until die latter's retirement in 
2000. Breen had a solid year 
in 2004, with his barn earning 
$351,532, more than doubling 
the previous year's Monmouth 
total. That served as a spring¬ 
board for 2005. 

Early in the meet, Breen 
wondered if he had the horse¬ 
power to sustain a tide run, but 
his young runners stepped up, 
giving the barn a champion¬ 
ship push. 

Keeneland Kat, one of 
Breen's precocious juveniles, 
captured the $100,000 Sorority 


Stakes, the meet's top 2-year- 
old filly stakes, on September 
3. Owned by George and Lori 
Hall, Keeneland Kat broke 
slowly but came storming 


through the lane to remain 
unbeaten in two starts. 

“Not too many 2-year-old 
fillies come running from that 
far back," Breen said. 


Keeneland Kat ran the six 
furlongs over the fast track in 
1:11.23, scoring by two and a 
half lengths over Unobstructed 
View, with Pure Disco third. 

“She's a runner,” said a 
hoarse but happy Breen, who 
lost his voice rooting the filly 
home. 

The daughter of Hennessy 
debuted at Monmouth on July 
23, winning by six and three- 
quarters lengths. 

The Sorority was her first 
major test, and she passed it 
impressively. Jockey Stewart 
Elliott hoped to be laying 
closer, but Keeneland Kat had 
other ideas. 

“She just got away slow," 
Elliott explained. “It's never a 
good feeling when that hap¬ 
pens, but I just kind of left her 
alone." 

At the top of the lane, 
Elliott angled the filly to the 
outside, and Keeneland Kat 
kicked in. 

“When we turned for home, 
she really started running,” 
Elliott said. “I was pretty confi¬ 
dent we could get them.” 

Gaining momentum with 
every jump, Keeneland Kat 
flew through the lane for an 
emphatic victory. 

“I believe she's a Grade 
1-quality horse," Breen said. 
‘We’ll have to see what path we 
take with her." 

The unbeaten He’s Got 
Grit, owned by Curtis C. 
Green, is another juvenile on an 
upward trajectory based on his 
eight and a quarter-length vic¬ 
tory in the Grade 3, $150,000 
Sapling Stakes on August 20. 

Trained by Steve Asmussen, 
the gelded son of Songand- 
5 aprayer extended his winning 
o~ streak to three in Monmouth's 
£ premier event for 2-year-olds. 

2 He won by daylight first 
time out for an $80,000 claim¬ 
ing tag at Churchill Downs, 
then made a smooth transition 
to stakes company with a vic¬ 
tory in the Tyro, Monmouth's 
Sapling prep.

charge early in the Sapling. 
Ballado Dancer chased in sec¬ 
ond, widi Diabolical third. 
Rounding the turn, Confront 
ranged up to mount a chal¬ 
lenge, but He’s Got Grit cut 
the corner smartly and easily 
pulled away. He’s Got Grit ran 
the six furlongs in 1:09.69 over 
a fast track. 

“He’s a little colt, but he’s 
got a high gallop,” Gryder said. 
“He really accelerated for me 
coming off the turn, and I 
knew they’d be in trouble from 
there.” 

Diabolical, at one point 
shuffled to fifth, came on to 
out-bob Confront for the place 
spot. 

Older horses took the spot¬ 
light in the Grade 3, $250,000 
Philip H. Iselin Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap on August 28. 

The pre-race focus centered 
on trainer Todd Pletcher’s 
Purge, the heavy favorite in the 
mile and an eighth race. 

Purge, a multiple graded 
stakes winner last season, 
seemed back in top form after 
an allowance romp on the Has¬ 
kell Invitational-Gl undercard. 

In the end, however, West 
Virginia, Pletcher’s “other 
horse,” pulled off a 16-1 upset, 
beating Zoffinger, last year’s 
third-place finisher and the lon¬ 
gest shot in the race at 65-1, 
by one length. Purge settled 
for third, three and a quarter 
lengths behind the runner-up. 
West Virginia, a New York- 


Eddie King Jr., Zoffinger’s 
rider, claimed foul against the 
winner for drifting out in the 
stretch, but the stewards did 
not change the posted order 
of finish. And yet the dispute 
did not end there: Dennis 
Drazin, Zoffinger’s owner and 
the newly elected president of 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, filed 
a protest with the New Jersey 
Racing Commission concern¬ 
ing the running of the Iselin. 

The $60,000 Bob Harding 
Stakes on September 5 marked 
the final race over Monmouth’s 
beleaguered turf course, 
which was torn up the follow¬ 
ing week, one of the major 
renovation projects being pur¬ 
sued in advance of the track 
hosting the 2007 Breeders’ 
Cup World Thoroughbred 
Championships. 

Thomas L. Croley’s Stormy 
Roman, for one, will miss the 
old course. He rallied for a 
repeat victory in the Harding, 
surging from far back on both 
occasions to capture the one- 
mile race named for the late 
turf writer for the Newark Star- 
Ledger . Entering the Harding, 
the 6-year-old gelding was win¬ 
less in seven starts since last 
year’s score. Trainer Tim Hills 


felt die horse needed a confi¬ 
dence-restoring victory, so he 
scratched Stormy Roman from 
the $200,000 Caesar Rodney 
Handicap at Delaware Park on 
September 3. 

“I thought this was the per¬ 
fect spot for him,” Hills said. 
“Hopefully we can fill in the 
gaps with a couple of more 
victories.” 

Running over his favorite 
grass surface for the final time, 
Stormy Roman fell as far back 
as ninth before kicking home 
down the center of the course 
under Aaron Gryder. He got up 
by a head over Ballonenostrikes, 
who had closed to grab a nar¬ 
row lead with a furlong to run. 
Foreverness was third. Stormy 
Roman was clocked in 1:35.38. 

Joe Bravo hardly missed a 
beat, picking up right where 


he left off after missing almost 
seven weeks at Monmouth with 
a broken collarbone. Bravo 
returned on September 4, and 
posted 11 wins in his first 23 
starts. 

Bravo all but wrapped up 
an 11th Monmouth Park rid¬ 
ing tide with a six-win per¬ 
formance on September 18. 
The feat equals the Monmouth 
record first set by Walter Blum 
in 1961, and later matched 
by Chris Antiey (1984), Julie 
Krone (1987) and Bravo, who 
did it twice before, in 1994 and 
2002. 

“I just feel blessed,” said 
Bravo. “It makes you feel really 
good to have all the trainers and 
owners who are behind me and 
let me get on their horses. ^

W ith a stellar racing card, 
a visit from the gover¬ 
nor of Delaware and an 
appearance by Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness winner Afleet Alex, 
the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association’s 
Owner’s Day celebration had 
perhaps its most festive renew¬ 
al ever on September 10. 

Governor Ruth Ann Minner 
declared the date “Afleet Alex 
Day,” making a trophy pre¬ 


sentation between the second 
and third races to Afleet Alex’s 
owners, Cash is King Stable, 
his trainer, Tim Ritchey, and his 
jockey, Jeremy Rose. The award 
recognized the colt’s “extraor¬ 
dinary achievements,” and his 
connections’ outstanding com¬ 
mitment to Delaware’s horse 
racing tradition. 

Fans received a free color 
photograph of Afleet Alex, 
and Afleet Alex merchandise 


was available for sale through¬ 
out the track. 

“We wanted to do some¬ 
thing grand to honor Alex and 
his team for giving all racing 
fans a truly memorable experi¬ 
ence,” said Bill Fasy, Delaware 
Park’s chief operating officer. 

Purses were doubled for the 
Owner’s Day card, and three 
stakes races were contested, 
including the $200,000 Endine 
Handicap-G3, which was run

at six furlongs for fillies and 
mares. 

The winner was Mike Gill’s 
Umpateedle, who raced to a 
two and a half-length victory 
over runner-up Sensibly Chic, 
with favored Ebony Breeze 
a length back in third. Aaron 
Gryder rode the winner in 
1:10.18. 

The 6-year-old daughter of 
Suave Prospect, trained by Mark 
Shuman, increased her record 
to 16 wins from 51 starts, with 
earnings of $635,590. Earlier 
this year, Umpateedle won the 
Light Hearted Stakes and an 
allowance test at Delaware. 

“I took a little hold of her 
and let her settle off [the early 
pace], and that makes a big dif¬ 
ference with her because she 
puts so much into it early,” said 
Gryder. “She was able to settle, 
and she had a lot of energy 
down the lane.” 

In the $100,000 George 
Rosenberger Memorial Stakes, 
for fillies and mares at a mile 
and a sixteenth on the turf, 
Jayeff B Stables’s Coherent, a 
5-year-old daughter of Danzig 
trained by Alan Goldberg, sur¬ 
prised 11 rivals at odds of 25-1 
to prevail by a half-length at the 
wire in a blanket finish. 

Ridden by Nick Santagata, 
Coherent grabbed the lead at 
the start and, though repeat¬ 
edly challenged throughout, 
held sway until the end, win¬ 
ning in 1:40.92 over Louve 
Royale (Ire). Margarita Maggie 
finished another half-length 
back in third. It was Coherent’s 
first stakes victory from 10 
starts, and she earned $60,000 
to increase her winnings to 
$134,030. 

In the $100,000 DTHA 
Owner’s Day Handicap, Stee¬ 
plechase Farm’s Trapped 
Again held off Cash is King’s 
Separate by a length, taking the 
mile and an eighth event for 
3-year-olds and up in 1:50.55 
under Joe Rocco.

T he New Jersey Thorough¬ 
bred Festival, a long-cher¬ 
ished dream of the state’s 
breeders, has blossomed in 
only three years into an impor¬ 
tant event on the Monmoudi 
Park calendar. 

The day, devoted exclusively 
to horses bred in New Jersey, 
was the main attraction of the 
post-Labor Day portion of 
the meet that concluded on 
September 25. 

The festival showcases 
homebred talent with the goal 
of encouraging breeding in the 
state, where the 2005 foal crop 
is expected to fall in fine with 
last year’s modest count of 
315. 

This year’s edition, present¬ 
ed on September 17, produced 
10 competitive races before an 
enthusiastic crowd of 13,018. 


Sponsorship has expanded 
during the festival’s short histo¬ 
ry, with local automobile deal¬ 
er and horse owner Richard 
Malouf, this year’s Virgil 
(Buddy) Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award winner 
for long-term commitment to 
the sport, playing a lead role. 

This marked the second 
time the festival took place in 
September, after being staged 
in August last year. 

“This works better for us 
in September,” explained Mike 
Campbell, executive director 
of the Thoroughbred Breed¬ 
ers’ Association of New Jersey. 
“We’re the main attraction this 
month [September] at Mon¬ 
mouth Park. This gives horses 
who competed in Haskell day 
stakes time to recover.” 


The recuperation period 
was pivotal for Joey P., a 
soundly beaten seventh in the 
Grade 1 Haskell. 

A cutback to six furlongs 
after one and one-eighth miles 
in the Haskell, plus a reunion 
with jockey Joe Bravo, were 
also key factors contributing to 
Joey P.’s victory in the Friendly 
Lover Handicap, one of four 
$100,000 handicaps on the 
card. 

John Petrini’s Joey P. had a 
solid rooting section. He has 
made all eight career starts at 
Monmouth, gaining fans with 
his victory in the Grade 3 Jersey 
Shore Breeders’ Cup Stakes in 
early July and his quixotic quest 
in the Haskell. 

“I knew he would run well,” 
said trainer Frank Costa of 
Joey P.’s Friendly Lover effort. 
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After a troubled trip in her previous start, Picnic Theme rebounded with an 
authoritative length and three-quarter victory in the Jersey Girl Handicap. 




Winless since the 2004 renewal of the Eleven North Handicap, Totally 
Precious made it consecutive victories in the six-furlong event. 


The 4-year-old gelding was 
timed in 1:43.72 with Tommy 
Turner aboard. Cuba finished 
third. 

The festival also featured a 
pair of distaff handicaps. Picnic 
Theme took the Jersey Girl 
H an die ap by a length and three- 
quarters over Final Assault, with 
Tmtoogoodtobetrue third. 

Trained by Richard Dutrow 
Jr. and ridden by Julian Pimentel, 
Picnic Theme ran the one mile 
and 70 yards in 1:42.62. 

The 7-year-old mare, owned 
by Steel Your Face Stables and 
Emily Racing Stables, grabbed 
the lead rounding the final turn 
and was clearly in charge at the 
top of the stretch. 

The race played out smooth¬ 
ly for the winner, in contrast to 
her last start in Monmouth’s 
Girl Powder Handicap, in which 
she was fractious in the gate and 
steadied early before finishing 
up the track. 

“She broke really well today,” 
Pimentel said. “She was just 
dragging me down the back- 
stretch. I had a ton of horse the 
whole way.” 

In the six-furlong Eleven 
North Handicap, Gwendolyn 
Kershak’s Totally Precious came 
charging late to defeat Summer 
Sting by three quarters of a 
length, with Eastern Gale third. 

Totally Precious, ridden by 
Aaron Gryder for trainer James 
P. Connor III, ran the six fur¬ 
longs in 1:09.89. 

It was the first victory for 
the 6-year-old mare since win¬ 
ning last year’s Eleven North. 
Even though Totally Precious 
had raced well against open 
company at Delaware Park in 
two recent efforts, Connor had 
some reservations heading into 
the race. 

“We were pointing for this 
all summer,” Connor said. “I 
thought about shipping here for 
the Girl Powder, but it was so 
hot, I decided not to. I didn’t 
think she was as good as last 
year, but I may be wrong.”

Gators N Bears, one of the 
leading veteran sprinters in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

The potential duel fizzled 
when Gators N Bears, making 
his first appearance in a state- 
bred race in almost two years, 
stumbled badly at the start and 
was never a factor. 

Joey P, racing three-wide 
throughout, stalked the solid 
pace set by War’s Prospect, col¬ 
laring the pacesetter inside the 
sixteenth pole and pulling away 
to win by a length and a quarter 
in 1:08.59. 

“He was awesome,” said 
Bravo, who missed the horse’s 
two prior starts while recover¬ 
ing from a broken collarbone. 
“How good is he? I don’t know, 
but he ran huge today.” 

War’s Prospect held for sec¬ 
ond, and trainer Bill Anderson 
saluted the winner. “Joey P. is a 
good horse,” he said. “My horse 
didn’t quit. He ran hard. Joey P. 
was just the better horse.” 

Like Costa, John Mazza is a 
veteran Monmouth Park trainer, 
and his perseverance paid off 
when his charge Carrots Only 
beat Upturn by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length in the Jersey 
Breeders’ Handicap. 

Carrots Only took charge 
with a three-wide move on the 
final turn to pull off the upset 
for owner Holly Crest Farm. 

“I’ve been with Holly Crest 
for 40 years, and owner Vincent 
Annarella has been my friend 
for 40 years,” said Mazza. “It’s a 
nice win for him ” 

Mazza had been frustrated 
by an inability to find two-turn 
races for Carrots Only. The 
Jersey Breeders’ Handicap at 
one and one-sixteenth miles 
ended Carrots Only’s string of 
seven straight sprints. 

“I thought he’d be able to go 
long, but the opportunity never 
came up,” Mazza added. “He’s 
a tough horse to train because 
he’s very nervous, and you have 
to be careful with him. He’s set¬ 
tling down now, and I’ll keep 
him going long.” 


“I had him fresh. He had run 
three hard races, and he was a 
little tired when he ran in the 
Haskell. He doesn’t want to go 
that far, anyway He was train- 


ing good. He’s still a kid, and 
he’s still learning.” 

On paper, the Friendly 
Lover offered a tantalizing 
showdown between the 3-year- 
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Gorham, Trapped Again boost¬ 
ed his earnings to $292,497 in 
winning his sixth race from 28 
starts. 

The undercard on Owner’s 
Day also presented some spir¬ 
ited contests, including four 
races won by the combination 
of Ritchey and Rose—three 
of them for owner Walter 
Wienkowitz. 

Wienkowitz/Ritchey/Rose 
captured races three, four 
and five, earning purses total¬ 
ing $103,500. In the third, 
Immune to Gloom won by a 
neck in a $68,100 allowance/ 
optional claiming test at a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:45.67, while 
in the fourth Dixiewink (GB) 
scored as the favorite in 1:44.06 
in a $60,300 maiden special 
weight for 2-year-olds at one 
mile and 70 yards. 

Bred in Great Britain by 
Wilham S. Farish, Dixiewink 
was purchased by Wienkowitz 
for $150,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Florida 2-year-olds in 
training sale, and was second 
in his debut at Delaware in July. 
The son of Dixie Union fol¬ 
lowed that up with a third-place 
finish at Saratoga on August 
13, then prevailed on Owner’s 
Day as the 7-5 choice in his 
first try at a route. 

In the fifth, Always Noble 
won a mile and a sixteenth, 
$46,800 starter allowance for 3- 
year-olds and up by nearly five 
lengths as the odds-on favorite. 
The 4-year-old son of Suave 
Prospect was timed in 1:44.69. 

Ritchey’s fourth winner on 
the card was John S. Barberino 
Sr.’s Bruceybruceybrucey, a 
4-year-old son of Waquoit bred 
in Pennsylvania, who took a 
$63,300 allowance at a mile and 
a sixteenth by two and a half 
lengths in 1:45.44. 

Ritchey and Rose teamed up 
once again to unveil a promising 
2-year-old on August 21. Kid 
Lemonade, a son of Lemon 
Drop Kid—Classy Women, 
by Relaunch, broke his maiden 
by 12% lengths in a one-mile

Bredby Dr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Bowman in Maryland, and pur¬ 
chased by owner Eugene Ford 
for $85,000 as a yearling at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall sale, the half-brother to 
stakes-placed Majestic Sir took 
command at the half-mile pole, 
opened a length and a half lead 
in midstretch and then gamely 
held off 39-1 Bello Victorio 
by a neck at the wire. Finishing 
fourth was Fox Hill Farms 
Inc.’s Rocky Blue, who was 
purchased privately by owner 
Rick Porter after breaking his 
maiden in impressive style at 
Delaware on July 17. 

Creve Coeur was ridden by 
Herberto Castillo Jr., is trained 
by Graham Motion and was 
timed in 1:12.96. He has now 
earned $58,185. 

Rudirudy, owned and 
trained by Gaston Sandoval, 
showed on August 24 that he 
still has plenty of pep left at age 
10, as he ran down Threewitt 
in deep stretch to capture an 
allowance / optional claiming 
test at five furlongs on the turf.

Sandoval said he stabled 
at Delaware Park for the first 
time this season. For the past 
20 springs, he made the trip 
from his farm in Ocala, Fla., to 
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Philadelphia Park, staying there 
until late November. However, 
he was denied stalls on the 
Philadelphia backstretch this 
year, and decided, instead, to 
make Delaware his home, bed¬ 
ding down 10 horses. 

“I like Delaware Park very 
much,” said Sandoval. “Its a 
very nice atmosphere on the 
backstretch.” 

Sandoval said that he plans 
to race Rudirudy next year, as 
well as his oldest campaigner, 
Sport d’Hiver, who will cel¬ 
ebrate his 14th birthday in 
January. Both horses have been 
conditioned since their first 
start by Sandoval, and have 
raced almost exclusively on the 
turf. 

A large field of 13 was 
entered for the $200,000 Caesar 
Rodney Handicap on the turf 
on September 3, but nine of 
those runners scratched the day 
of the race, leaving only a field 
of four. Over a turf course list¬ 
ed as “firm,” Patricia Bozano's 
Ay Caramba (Brz) easily won 
the mile and an eighth contest, 


coming home by two and a 
half lengths in 1:48.05. 

Ridden by Robby Albarado 
and trained by Bobby Frankel, 
the 5-year-old son of Roi 
Norm and improved his career 
record to nine wins from 
18 starts, with earnings of 
$400,818. 

The Caesar Rodney was Ay 
Caramba's fourth consecutive 
win. In his previous outing, 
he strolled to victory in the 
Oceanport Handicap-G3 at 
Monmouth Park on August 7. 

Mr O'Brien (Ire), with 
Mario Pino aboard, finished 
second. It was another length 
and a quarter back to Cottage 
(Arg), who was a neck in front 
of Keep Cool. 

“I tell you what—my horse 
was freakish from the quar¬ 
ter pole home,” said Albarado. 
“He was very fast and moving 
well within himself.” 

The Rickman family, own¬ 
ers of Delaware Park, donated 
$1 million to the newly cre¬ 
ated “Good Neighbor Fund,” 
which is helping to provide 


relief for the victims of Hurri¬ 
cane Katrina in the Gulf Coast 
region. 

Delaware Park's COO Fasy 
said the idea for the fund came 
from Bill Rickman Jr., who, as 
a helicopter pilot in the Army, 
saw firsthand the devastation

Camille in 1969. 

Rickman reached out to 
Gov. Ruth Ann Minner to

What do you get when you

In the second race on 
September 17, a $5,000 claim - 
er at one mile and 70 yards, 
Gilbert Cappacetti, the senior 
citizen of the Philadelphia Park 
jockeys' room, booted home 
the Woody Lott-owned and 
trained Kritikos, a 4-year-old 
son of Alyten who sported a 1- 
for-27 record. Under a strong 
ride by Cappacetti, Kritikos 
found new life turning for 
home and just held off the 
onrushing Hot Cookie to pre¬ 
vail by a nose. 

It was Cappacetti's second 
victory from 17 starts this 
year. ^ 
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SUN KING RULES IN 
PENNSYLVANIA DERBY-G2 


From post 14, Sun King annihilated a stellar field by more than four lengths in the Grade 2 Pennsylvania Derby. 


Q uantity and quality. Those 
two words describe the 
field that assembled on 
Labor Day, September 5, at 
Philadelphia Park for its sig¬ 
nature event, the $750,000 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2. 

Fourteen 3-year-olds, the 
largest group ever to enter the 
starting gate in the 27-year his¬ 
tory of the race, made it a 
handicapper's dream. 

Tracy Farmer's Sun King, 
trained by Nick Zito, was the 
obvious standout, based on 
his runner-up performance to 
Roman Ruler in the Haskell 
Invitational Handicap-Gl at 
Monmouth Park on August 7, 
and his earlier status as a top 
Kentucky Derby-Gl prospect. 
With Rafael Bejarano named 
to ride, Sun King drew the far 
outside post 14 in the mile and 
an eighth race, a slot that would 
put his class and speed to a 
stern test. 


The post didn't dampen the 
enthusiasm of Zito or his assis¬ 
tant Tim Poole. 

“We'll have to make the best 
of it,” Zito shrugged. “He's got 
a lot of class, and we've got a 
top jockey.” 

“When you have tactical 
speed like Sun King does, it 
gives you a real advantage,” 
added Poole, who traveled to 
Philadelphia Park with the colt 
when Zito became ill, “He'll 
be able to break and see where 
everyone else is going.” 

The 13 colts and geldings 
inside of Sun King all seemed 
capable of giving him a run 
for the money. Chief among 
them were Lone Star Derby- 
G3 winner Southern Africa, 
who shipped from Arlington 
Park for trainer Mike Puhich; 
West Virginia Derby-G3 win¬ 
ner Real Dandy, from the Steve 
Asmussen barn; Arlington 
Classic-G3 runner-up United, 
who was a perfect 2-for-2 at 


Philadelphia Park; and Smoke¬ 
screen, who was second in the 
Sir Barton Stakes at Pimlico 
on this year’s Preakness under¬ 
card. 

Bejarano could not have 
ridden a better race had he 
been given a road map show¬ 
ing exacdy how to navigate 
Sun King from that tricky out¬ 
side post to the winner's circle. 
When the latch was sprung, 
he hustled the dark bay son of 
Charismatic out of the gate, 
then settled inside just behind 
early leader United and jockey 
Tony Black as the bulky group 
passed the stands for the first 
time and headed into the first 
turn. 

United set swift early splits— 
:22.77 and :46.52—while Beja¬ 
rano was content to bide his 
time in fifth, aware that he had 
plenty of horse beneath him. 

As the field approached the 
final turn, United began tir¬ 
ing from his early efforts, and 


Tani Maru, a son of Cherokee 
Run who had won the local 
PA Derby prep, the Larry R. 
Riviello President's Cup, took 
the lead. Jockey Harry Vega 
set sail with Tani Maru, and he 
appeared a strong threat to win. 
But Bejarano asked Sun King 
to run as they headed toward 
the top of the stretch, and the 
colt quickly reeled in that rival 
while racing three-wide, then 
took control in midstretch and 
began drawing away from the 
pack with every stride, win¬ 
ning by nearly five lengths as 
an estimated crowd of 15,000 
roared its approval. The time 
was 1:49.43, and Sun King 
returned $4.80 as the betting 
choice, coupled with Farmer's 
Indy Storm, who wound up 
11th. 

Southern Africa, with jock¬ 
ey Tyler Baze, rallied for second 
i on a surface that had been 
| playing kindly to speed all day, 
| while Smokescreen and Mike 
Luzzi finished third. 

“Bejarano rode him per¬ 
fectly,” Poole noted after the 
race. “He saved ground, didn't 
try to hurry him, and when he 
called on him around the turn, 
it seemed like he had another 
gear. We've been high on this 
horse all year, and he's really 
showing this summer what he's 
capable of.” 

Said Bejarano: “After I got 
position after the start, I decid¬ 
ed to be patient and save him 
as much as I could to about 
the half-mile pole. He really is 
a horse that responds to what 
you ask of him. I wanted a little 
more at the half; he gave it to 
me, and then I had the leaders 
in sight.” 

Farmer, who purchased Sun 
King as a yearling for $400,000 
at the Keeneland January sale, 
observed, “When you give him 
four weeks or longer between 
races, he's really tough to 
beat.” 

When asked what Sun King's 
next start would be. Farmer 
said, “Nick [Zito] makes those 
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decisions, but we’re looking 
toward the Breeders’ Cup.” 

Sun King earned $397,500 
for his Pennsylvania Derby 
victory, increasing his lifetime 
earnings to $1,279,650. It was 
his fifth win from 12 starts, and 
his third stakes tally 

The 11 -race Pennsylvania 
Derby card was complement¬ 
ed by two other stakes, the 
$75,000 Steve Van Buren 
Handicap (named for the for¬ 
mer Philadelphia Eagles great 
who was a frequent visitor 
to Philadelphia Park) and the 
$100,000 Pennsylvania Oaks. 

The winner of the Van 
Buren, contested at seven fur¬ 
longs for fillies and mares, was 
Anita Racing Stable’s Annika 
Lass. The 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Mister Jolie defeated a 
strong field of stakes winners 
in 1:22.75 for trainer Alfredo 
(Freddy) Velazquez and his son 
Danny, who rode. 

Velazquez purchased Annika 
Lass, whom he named after 
golfing sensation Annika Soren¬ 
stam, for $11,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-olds in 
training sale. 

“She worked really well, 
and I thought she was a nice¬ 
sized filly for a May foal,” said 
Velazquez. 

From 13 starts, Annika Lass 
has won seven times, with earn¬ 
ings of $216,795. Earlier this 
year she captured the Sweet and 
Sassy Handicap at Delaware 
Park. 

Six fillies went to the post 
for the $100,000 Pennsylvania 


Oaks, but only five of them 
contested the mile and 70- 
yards race, owing to an error by 
Philadelphia’s longtime starter, 
Rusty Downes. 

Downes sent the field on 
its way before William Farish 
and James Elkins’s Private Gift, 
the second choice at 7-5, was 
loaded, leaving her standing 
behind the gate while the oth¬ 
ers went on their way. (Downes 
subsequently was suspended 
without pay for a week begin¬ 
ning September 6.) 

The track refunded all 
wagers on the Neil Howard- 
trained Private Gift, and she 
was led back to the paddock 
and unsaddled. Meanwhile, 
Paraneck Stable’s Amazing Buy, 
with Philadelphia’s leading rider 
Harry Vega aboard, defeated 
favored Hide and Chic by a 
length in 1:42.19. 

Amazing Buy, a daughter of 
High Yield, won three stakes 
earlier this year, but had not 
started since April for trainer 
Jennifer Pedersen. 

“We lightly trained her this 
summer, and she’s wonderful 
right now,” said Pedersen. “I’m 
a little overwhelmed.” 

Purchased by Paraneck 
(Ernie Paragallo) for $350,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Florida 
February 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale. Amazing Buy has now 
won five of eight starts and 
$230,450. 

Philadelphia Park reported 
the on-track mutuel pool to be 
$700,077.

P enn National took a short 
break from live racing— 
September 7 through 
14 —for its annual fall track 
maintenance. 

When racing resumed on 
September 15, handicappers 
were treated to a mega-longshot 
fighting up the toteboard in the 
second race, as the Ricardo 
Murillo-owned and trained 
Hurrikane Kane rallied from 
just off the pace to get a three- 
quarter-length victory under 
Eric Rodriguez. The Maryland- 
bred son of Citidancer, dis¬ 
patched at 71-1, paid $144.40, 
capping a $1,046.40 exacta and 
a $20,605.40 trifecta. 

The Cleon Cassel-bred 
and owned R. Earl survived 
a close finish on September 2 
to win the $40,000 Capital City 
Handicap for Pennsylvania- 
breds at a mile and a sixteenth 
on the turf. 

Trained by Tim Shea and 
ridden by Edwin Perez, the 
5-year-old son of Roanoke pre¬ 
vailed by a neck in 1:42.64 to 
notch his first stakes victory 
and fourth win in his seven- 
race career. He was unraced 
prior to this season, but has 
certainly made up for it, having 
earned $61,175. 

Second in the Capital City 
was the Thomas Miller-trained 
Yo, while 10-year-old Watch¬ 
man’s Warning, conditioned by 
John Zimmerman, was third. 

The Trade Winds Stable 
of owner Dave Sadoo saw its 
Salty Punch capture an allow¬ 
ance/optional claiming test on 
September 1. Under jockey 
William Otero, the gelding cov¬ 


ered the six furlongs in 1:10.05, 
returning $6.20 to his support¬ 
ers. 

Salty Punch, a 4-year- 
old son of Salt Lake bred in 
Pennsylvania by Knockmuria 
Stud, is trained by Zimmerman. 
As a 3-year-old, Salty Punch 
won the restricted Danzig 
Stakes at Penn National, and 
had the distinction of finish¬ 
ing second behind the mighty 
Smarty Jones, beaten 15 
lengths, in the Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes at Philadelphia 
Park at 2. 

Katie Lee is giving veteran 
Thomas Clifton a serious run 
for the top spot in the Penn 
National jockeys’ standings. 

Through September 15, Lee 
had found the winner’s circle 
99 times from 703 starts, just 
13 wins behind Clifton, who 
had 112. With the conclusion 
of Penn’s summer meet on 
September 7, Lee, 25, lost her 
apprenticeship and five-pound 
weight advantage. 

Born in England and raised 
in Connecticut, she found her 
way to Penn National from 
the Finger Lakes circuit late 
last year. She began as a groom 
at Finger Lakes, then started 
riding and won her first race 
there. 

“When I first started riding 
at Penn National, it took some 
adjustment for the night pro¬ 
gram,” she said. “Before that I 
had raced only in the daytime. 
But with the success I’ve had at 
Penn National, I think I prefer 
racing at night now—except 
when it gets cold.” 

Lee said that she’d love to 
finish the year as the leading 
rider at Penn National. 

“I don’t know if I can be,” 
she noted, “but I’m gonna 
strive for it every day.” ^

COMMUNITY 
RALLIES TO 
AID SHANNON 
CAMPBELL

H orsemen, jockeys, track 
management and racing 
fans came together on 
August 13 at Charles Town 
to raise approximately $50,000 
to help defray the medical 
expenses of jockey Shannon 
Campbell, who was paralyzed 
from the waist down in an 
early-summer riding accident at 
the track. 

Campbell, 34, went down 
when her mount clipped heels 
in the first race at Charles Town 
on July 9. After the accident, 
she was hospitalized at the 
Washington Hospital Center, 
in Washington, D.C., where 
she participated in the facil¬ 
ity’s rehabilitation program. 
Campbell returned home at the 
beginning of September. 

Booths set up on Charles 
Town’s apron collected dona¬ 
tions from the public, which 
were augmented by pledges 


from track management, 
the local division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, Penn 
National Race Course, and 
Penn National’s jockey colony. 
(Both Charles Town and Penn 
National are owned by Penn 
National Gaming, Inc.) 

“We are grateful for this tre¬ 
mendous outpouring of sup¬ 
port for Shannon Campbell,” 
noted Chaplain Rick Mann, 
head of Charles Town’s chap¬ 
laincy program. “I know this 
will mean a lot to Shannon and 
her family.” 

As a prelude to the October 
8 West Virginia Breeders 
Classics (WVBC), Charles 
Town staged a trio of $40,000- 
added prep races on September 
17 for registered accredited 
West Virginia-breds nominated 
to the WVBC: the Ruth C. 
Funkhouser Stakes, the Dr. 
Ernest Benner Stakes and the 
Golden Gull “Chris Brown 
Memorial” Stakes. 

In the latter contest, odds- 
on favorite Cross Creek Rosie 
took on nine juvenile filly rivals 
at four and one-half furlongs. 
She justified her overwhelm¬ 
ing public support by opening 
a three-length lead along the 
rail, then holding on while tir¬ 
ing late to win by a length and 
a half over a fast-closing Aye 
Robbin in :53.64. Alcibiades 


Cortez rode the winner, whose 
lifetime record stood at 3- 
for-3 after the Golden Gull, 
for trainer Linda Albert and 
owners Edward Krishack and 
Jennifer Howell. 

“This is a very nice filly that 
is extremely fast,” Cortez said 
after the race. “She has a great 
temperament, and I have not 
gotten to the bottom of her 
talent yet.” 

A daughter of C as tine— 
Cleveland Browni, by Allen’s 
Prospect, Cross Creek Rosie 
is her sire’s first stakes winner. 
The freshman stallion stands 
at Beau Ridge Farm in Bunker 
Hill, W Va. 

One race later, in the Dr. 
Ernest Benner Stakes at six 
and one-half furlongs for 2- 
year-olds, Kentucky shipper 
King Cohl zigzagged his way 
through traffic under Anthony 
Mawing to triumph by two and 
a half lengths in 1:21.57. 

The winner took a some¬ 
what circuitous route to vic¬ 
tory: Sixth after a quarter mile, 
King Cohl started his bid while 
three-wide, then clung to the 
rail around the turn, began to 
angle out as the field hit the 
stretch, but then moved back 
inside to thread leaders Brother 
Banks and Star Jubilee, and 
finally powered to the front 
in the last sixteenth. Brother 
Banks lasted to finish second, 


a head in front of Hold On 
Tight. 

Trained by Forest Kaelin 
and owned by his wife, Betty, 
King Cohl is by Crimson 
Classic out of the Affirmed 
mare Chanti, and represents 
his Kentucky-based sire’s initial 
stakes winner. 

Favorites dominated the 
seven-furlong Ruth C. Funk¬ 
houser Stakes for 3-year-old fil¬ 
lies, with the top three choices 
coasting home in order of pari¬ 
mutuel preference. 

Held at 8-5, Bravura, owned 
and bred by Nancy Terhune, 
pressed the frontrunning 
Robbin Rachel in the opening 
quarter mile, then took over 
the lead by a length after a half; 
from there, she never looked 
back, scoring by a length and 
one-half in 1:27.71 for jockey 
Oscar Flores. 

Karate Kat (1.90-1) rallied 
to finish second, nearly two 
lengths in front of Metissa’s 
Melody (4-1). The chalk tri- 
fecta paid an anemic $31.80. 

Trained by Jeff Runco, 
Bravura is a daughter of Irgun 
out of the Marquetry mare 
Bright Shining. 

With the approval of 
the West Virginia Racing 
Commission, Charles Town 
increased its minimum claim¬ 
ing price from $3,000 to 
$4,000, effective August 1. ^ 


HAUGHTON’S 
FORTUNES RISE 
WITH GRANT’S 
MOON AT 
TIM0NIUM

I n 1997, Donnovan Haughton 
left Jamaica to be a jockey 
in the United States. Veteran 
trainer Eddie Gaudet gave 
him a pep talk soon after he 
arrived. 

“Son, I don’t think you’re 
going to make it as a rider,” 
Gaudet told him. “Right here 
we’ve got Edgar Prado, Mario 
Pino and these good riders. 
Ever think of training horses?” 

Haughton took Gaudet’s 
advice and set out to be a 
trainer. He served as assistant 
for Charlie Parker, took a horse 
on a deal from John Robb and 


now, eight years later, Haughton 
operates a 14-horse stable at 
Bowie Training Center. Stable 
star Grant’s Moon (owned by 
Haughton and Kevin Burton) 
won the Alma North Stakes at 
Timonium on September 3. 

Haughton picked out and 
purchased the daughter of 
Malibu Moon for $3,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale in 2002. Now 
the Maryland-bred has won 
half her 12 starts and more 
than $175,000. 

Ridden by Alberto Delgado, 
Grant’s Moon garnered her 


first stakes win by a length 
and three-quarters in the Alma 
North. Niche was second, with 
Leavn Ona Jetplane third. 

Bred by B. Wayne Hughes, 
Grant’s Moon finished second 
in the Maryland Million Lassie 
and third in the Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship in 
2003. She missed all of 2004 
with a condylar fracture in 
her hind leg, but returned this 
winter to win two allowance 
races at Laurel. In April she 
finished second to Silmaril in 
the Northview Stallion Station 
Stakes at Pimlico, and then won

another allowance at Delaware 
Park prior to the Alma North. 

“I was very confident,” 
Haughton said. “She always 
trains good, but she worked 
great before this race. I have 
to slow her down—she always 
wants to go. 

“I bought her because of 
her conformation; she’s built 
perfect, and she looked great 
in her eyes—she has very kind 
eyes. Her mom [by Nureyev] 
is out of a mare whose half- 
sister [also by Nureyev] sold as 
a yearling for $500,000. This 
filly is by Malibu Moon, who 
is a prominent young sire. I 
said, ‘Lets take a shot,’ Kevin 
[Burton] agreed, and it’s worked 
out.” 

Burton and Haughton, 37, 
met when they were 5 and 
became fast friends. Burton 
eventually came to the U.S. 
from Jamaica and opened a 
carpet business, and then per¬ 
suaded Haughton to join him 
after a 10-year career as a jock¬ 
ey in Jamaica. 

“We used to fight all the 
time, but we love each other,” 
Haughton said. “He invited me 
to America in 1997. I rode at 
Charles Town and even won 
a race at Laurel. Eddie Gaudet 
is the one who really encour¬ 
aged me to [train]. He was 
right, and it’s turned out pret¬ 
ty good. Eddie Gaudet, John 
Robb, Skeets Holland, Charlie 


Parker—they inspired me, and 
that pumped me up.” 

Grant’s Moon was Haugh- 
ton’s 19th victory of the year, 
and she has immensely affect¬ 
ed his 2005 win percentage 
of .30 (through September 3). 
He won the Maryland Million 
Sprint Starter Handicap last 
year with Drum Roll Please 
for longtime supporter Richard 
Shannon, but Grant’s Moon is 
his best runner so far. 

“I spend a lot of time with 
the horses. I have no fun; my 
only fun is with the horses,” 
Haughton said. “I’m at the barn 
at 5 in the morning, and Pm the 
last to go in the afternoon. The 
only time I leave is when I have 
horses running. I come back 
every evening and feed all the 
horses, give them hay, do the 
stalls until 9. When I go home, 
it’s time to take a shower, din¬ 
ner and go to bed.” 

Two days after Grant’s 
Moon won the Alma North, 
Timonium’s leading jockey, 
Travis Dunkelberger, guid¬ 
ed Dale’s Prospect to vic¬ 
tory in the Taking Risks Stakes 
for owner/breeder Phillip 
Capuano. Trained by Capuano’s 
son, Dale, the 4-year-old son 
of Pioneering legitimized his 
favorite status with a profes¬ 
sional win over Hands On and 
Captain Chessie. It was the 
Maryland-bred’s seventh career 
victory from 16 starts. 


Dunkelberger ran away with 
the jockeys’ race at Timonium 
(August 27 to September 5), 
with 15 wins from 52 mounts. 
Eric Camacho, Chris Russell, 
Peter Sosa Jr. and Juan Acosta 
rounded out the top five. 


Led by Trijonia’s two wins, 
Scott Lake took the trainers’ 
crown with five victories, one 
better than Capuano, Howard 
Wolfendale and Peter Bazeos.

BETTER LATE 
THAN NEVER 
FOR LAUREL 
PARK RUNNER

I t’s rare to see a horse begin his 
career at 5. It’s even more rare 
to see a horse who started his 
career at 5 become a stakes win¬ 
ner. After more setbacks than a 
space shuttle launch, 6-year- 
old Honorable Man made his 
race track debut in May 2004 
in a $40,000 maiden claimer. 
Trained by Ronnie Cartwright 
and owned by brothers Eric 
and Albert Wirth, Honorable 
Man ran wide and finished 
third in that first effort. The 
gelded son of Honor Grades 
came back in eight days to 
finish second against maiden 
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special company. Since then, 
he’s done little wrong. 

On September 10 in the 
$100,000 Charles H. Hadry 
Stakes, Honorable Man rallied 
from seventh to draw away 
and win by three and a quarter 
lengths under Steve Hamilton. 
Saay Mi Name held on for 


second, two lengths in front of 
Cherokee’s Boy. It was the first 
stakes win for Honorable Man, 
a Green Willow Farms-bred 
who has won six of 10, with 
two seconds and a third, with 
$148,670 in earnings. 

“He had a fracture of the 
knee, and it took a good while 


to get right—and he had lit- 
de problems in between,” 
Cartwright noted. “He was just 
tough to get going. Of course, 
once he got going, he got 
going. He showed some prom¬ 
ise early on, and has a litde 
breeding. The owners are very 
patient, and he was worth giv¬ 


ing the time. We always hoped 
he’d come back if we gave him 
enough time, which we did.” 

Honorable Man has spent 
more time convalescing at 
Suzanne MoscareUi’s Country 
Roads Farm, in Warwick, Md., 
than he has at the race track. 
Cartwright would get him close 
to a start, something would go 
wrong, the Wirths would do 
the right thing and eventually it 
all paid off. 

“He won so nicely; he 
couldn’t have run much bet¬ 
ter,” Cartwright said. “I felt 
good when he was circling 
those horses and there was a 
long stretch run, because he 
always runs late. He’s always 
been good, and now he’s get¬ 
ting better.” 

The Wirths bought the 
Maryland-bred from Green 
Willow after he failed to meet 
his reserve at the 2000 Saratoga 
select yearling sale. Out of the 
multiple stakes winning Rahy 
mare Simoom, Honorable 
Man fetched $80,000 from the 
Wirths. 

“You get disappointed, but 
you have to have patience with 
horses,” Eric Wirth explained. 
“Every time something went 
wrong, we’d lay him up a little 
longer. He’s a real good horse, 
but he has his problems. We’re 
patient; he needed three or four 
months, so we gave it to him. 
Sometimes it would run into 
six, seven months. You have to 
give them time. Our first train¬ 
er, Evan Jackson, told us that.” 

Jackson had a filly for the 
Wirths in 1970 who needed 
time. The filly went to the farm 
and then to Cartwright, who 
was just beginning his training 
career. 

“They were one of my first 
owners, over 30 years ago,” 
Cartwright recalled. “It was 
great to win this race. I was 
in the next barn to Charlie 
[Hadry] for many, many years. 
We used to watch the horses 
train together. He used to sit 
up on the hill, and I’d stand 
there next to him. We used to 
kid around. I’m very happy to 
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win his races, with him being a 
friend of mine.” 

Trainer Graham Motion 
enjoyed a successful Saratoga 
meet with two stakes scores, 
but he was unable to win a 
race with the 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing Battle Chant. The son of 
Coronado’s Quest ran hard 
in two third-level allowance/ 
optional claiming races on the 
grass, finishing third and sec¬ 
ond (beaten a head). Motion 
shipped the Cheveley Park 
homebred back to his Mid- 
Atlantic base, then took aim at 
the John D. Schapiro Memorial 
Breeders’ Cup, at one and one- 
eighth miles on the turf, on 
September 17 at Laurel. 

Ridden by Ryan Fogels onger, 
Bathe Chant made easy work of 
six rivals, drawing away to win 
the $150,000 stakes by four and 
three-quarters lengths over Dr. 
Kashnikow and Proud Man. 

Bathe Chant, who had raced 
in England through his 4-year- 
old season, pushed his career 
mark to 4-for-20, with earnings 
of $215,344. W

FRESHMAN SIRE 
CASTINE GETS FIRST 
STAKES WINNER 


T he beautifully bred stallion 
Castine was represented 
by a stakes winner from 
only two starters in his first 
crop of 2-year-olds when his 
undefeated daughter Cross 
Creek Rosie cruised to a one 
and a half-length score in the 
Golden Gull “Chris Brown 
Memorial” Stakes at Charles 
Town on September 17. 

The odds-on favorite in the 
field of 10, Cross Creek Rosie 
set all the pace in the four and 
a half-furlong stakes, getting 
fractions of :22.11 and :46.74, 
before finishing in a final time 
:53.64. The filly is owned by 
Edward Krishack and Jennifer 
Howell, and trained by Linda 
Albert. 


Cross Creek Rosie won her 
first three starts by an aver¬ 
age of nearly four lengths, 
while earning $52,020. Bred by 
Joanne Krishack and Jennifer 
Howell in Maryland, she is the 
fourth foal out of Cleveland 
Browni, a daughter of Allen’s 
Prospect and half-sister to 
stakes winners Pettit’s Quest 
and Wickliffe Man. 

Cross Creek Rosie was her 
10-year-old sire’s first winner 
when she broke her maiden 
on July 14 at Charles Town. 
Castine, a son of Mr. Prospector 
who stands at John McKee 
and Cynthia O’Bannon’s Beau 
Ridge Farm in Bunker Hill, 
W.Va., has 28 registered foals in 
his first crop. The property of 


Beau Ridge, Castine stood the 
2005 season for $750. 

An allowance winner of 
$106,316, Castine is a half- 
brother to Thesaurus ($602,234, 
Forerunner S-G3, etc.). Their 
dam is the winning Vice Regent 
mare Written Word, from the 
family of Racing Hall of Fame 
member Dance Smartly. 

Castine’s second dam, 
Classy Quillo, produced stakes 
winners Money by Orleans and 
Baraquillo, as well as s takes- 
placed No Class, who has 
become one of themostimpor- 
tant producers in Canadian rac¬ 
ing history. 

Seven champions descend 
from No Class, and her six 
stakes winners include champi¬ 
on sons Sky Classic, a four-time 
Canadian champion, earner of 
$3,240,398 and sire of 42 stakes 
winners, two champions; Regal 
Classic, a $1,456,584-earner, 
champion 2-year-old colt in 
Canada and sire of 46 stakes 
winners, three champions; and 
Grey Classic, a champion at 2 
and an earner of $602,039. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S 
COASTAL STORM 
MAKES A STRIKE 


J ust too Loud became the 
first offspring of Pennsyl¬ 
vania stallion Coastal 
Storm to notch a victory when 
he roared home in a maiden 
race atTimonium on September 
5. 

Making his first start, the 2- 
year-old gelding out of the 
Ferdinand mare Circum¬ 
navigate was in front at every 
call in the four-furlong dash, 
winning by seven and a quarter 
lengths. According to the Daily 


Racing Form chartcaller, Just too 
Loud “pulled away with some¬ 
thing in reserve.” The gelding 
was sent out by trainer Lori 
Testerman for owner/breeder 
Achates Farm. 

Just too Loud is one of 
39 foals in the first crop of 
Coastal Storm, a 6-year-old son 
of Storm Cat who entered stud 
at Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., in 2002. 

The property of his breed¬ 
er, Overbrook Farm, unraced 


Coastal Storm is from the fam¬ 
ily of 2005 leading juvenile sire 
Hennessy (also by Storm Cat). 

Hennessy was one of the 
top-ranked juveniles of 1995 
after winning three graded 
races, including the Grade 1 
Hopeful, and finishing a close 
second to Unbridled’s Song in 
the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl. 
From nine starts, Hennessy 
earned $580,400. 

Among Hennessy’s leading 
runners of 2005 are top older 
filly Madcap Escapade and 
Grade 2 juvenile winner Henny 
Hughes. 

Coastal Storm’s dam is Hen¬ 
nessy’s half-sister Pearl City, an 
Overbrook Farm Grade 1 -win¬ 
ning homebred who won six of 
11 starts and earned $367,097.

I Trainer MacKenzie (Mack) 
Miller announced that he 
would retire as private trainer 
for owner Paul Mellon’s Vir¬ 
ginia-based Rokeby Stable at 
the conclusion of the 1995 
racing season.

Miller began his career at 
Calumet Farm in Kentucky 
in 1947, took out his trainer’s 
license two years later and sad¬ 
dled his first winner in 1950. 

I Dusty Screen, one of the 
top Pennsylvania-bred handi¬ 
cap horses of the early 1990s, 
was retired, with plans to stand 
him in 1996 at Buck Pond 
Farm in Kentucky. 

In 46 career starts, the 7- 
year-old son of Silent Screen— 
Azulejos, by Buckfinder, won 
or placed 24 times, earning 


$623,935. His most lucrative 
score came in the $250,000

Now 30, he 
lives as a pensioner at Thornmar. 

I Pearl Necklace, at the time 
the top-earning mare ever to 
be offered in foal at public 
auction, fetched a winning bid 
of $925,000 at the Keeneland 
Fall sale. Robert Entenmann, a 
member of the family that 
owned the national baked- 
goods company, bought Pearl 
Necklace in foal to 1973 Triple 
Crown winner Secretariat. 

A 6-year-old daughter of 
Ambernash—Another Jane, by 
Traffic Judge, Pearl Necklace 
was bred and campaigned by 
Reginald N. Webster, who 
consigned her to the sale. 

During her four seasons as 
a race horse, Pearl Necklace 
won 10 stakes races, amass¬ 


ing $737,682. Her on-track 
accomplishments resulted in 
Pearl Necklace being named 
1977 Maryland-bred champi¬ 
on 3-year-old filly; in 1979, she 
was selected top Maryland- 
bred older filly or mare, as well 
as best turf runner. 

Editor's note: Pearl Necklace’s 
Secretariat foal, a colt named Typo, 
started nine times in the U.K., fin¬ 
ishing second twice but never winning. 

I At that same Keeneland Fall 
sale, Maryland-bred Equani¬ 
mity, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Sir Ivor—Constant Nymph, 
by Never Bend, sold for $1.2 
million in foal to Raise a 
Native. That established a new 
record price for a Maryland- 
bred broodmare sold at public 
auction. 


Bred by Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
F. Green and foaled at their 
Master’s Cave Farm near Glyn- 
don, Equanimity won six races 
—and $213,678—during three 
seasons on the track, including 
the 1978 Fantasy Stakes-Gl. 

Editor's note: Equanimity slipped 
twins on her cover by Raise a Native. 

■ Maid of Flight, dam of 
five-time Horse of the Year 
Kelso (1960 through 1964), 
died at the age of 29 at her 
owner Allaire C. duPont’s 
Woodstock Farm in Maryland. 
The daughter of Count Fleet 
won three races for duPont’s 
Bohemia Stable before being 
retired. Kelso, by Your Host, 
was her first foal. He won 
39 of 63 races and retired as 
the world’s richest runner with

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Jodie Pointer's Turning 
Point Farm lives up to its name 
in many ways. It has a proud 
history as the original site of 
the Boniface family's Bonita 
Farm, where 1983 Preakness 
winner Deputed Testamony 
was foaled and raised. And to¬ 
day it ranks among Maryland's 
most active training centers, 
with 140 youngsters receiving 
their early education there in 
2004, and a similar number ex¬ 
pected this year. 

Also offering care for race 
track layups, and a lucky few 
rescue cases. Turning Point— 


located in Harford County, just 
a mile off 1-95 on Route 543 in 
Bel Air—is rapidly gaining a 
reputation among Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic horsemen. 

"We don't advertise," not¬ 
ed Pointer. "It's all been word 
of mouth." 

According to Pointer, 38, 
she has built her business on 
her ability with youngsters. 

"What has gotten us this 
big is breaking babies," she 
explained. "We do a lot of 
groundwork." She thought 
about her approach for a mo¬ 
ment, then added, "I ride—I 


have kids and a family. We 
don't get on them until they're 
ready." 

Pointer moved to this lo¬ 
cation just three years ago. 
Before that she rented nearby 
barns, one for layups, an¬ 
other with a training track. 
She's thrilled to be able to co¬ 
ordinate her operation from 
one place while living on the 
premises with her husband, 
Tom, and their three children. 

Turning Point's 130 acres 
dip down to picturesque 
James Run. The farm's layup 
business can be found near

the entrance: a 36-stall bam 
and shedrow, a six-horse au¬ 
tomatic walker and several 
small, white-fenced paddocks 
that surround a little pond. 

Farther on, a large brood¬ 
mare field climbs the bluff be¬ 
fore James Run, which bisects 
the farm. Cross over James 
Run via a wooden bridge— 
jokingly referred to by Point¬ 
er as Turning Point's scenic 
part—and beside the creek 
bottom you'll find a half-mile 
training track and two-horse 
starting gate. 

Across from the train¬ 
ing track is the farm's break¬ 
ing barn, which features a 
one-eighth-mile indoor track 
around its 30 stalls. 

Up a hill is a new 40-stall 
training bam, formerly an in¬ 
door riding arena. Horses who 
graduate to the training barn 
are being prepared for an im¬ 
minent trip to the races; they'll 
live in stalls virtually all of the 
time, and be galloped by ex¬ 


ercise riders who arrive in the 
morning after finishing their 
work at nearby race tracks. 
One rider comes from Pimlico, 
another from Delaware Park, 
while two more ride full time 
for Pointer. 

Beyond the training barn 
are still more paddocks with 
run-in sheds, some of which 
house rescued Thorough¬ 
breds. 

Because of her patient ap¬ 
proach, trainers often send 
Pointer what she calls "fix- 
its"—young horses who suf¬ 
fer not from any physical ail¬ 
ment, but rather from "broken 
brains." They're restarted un¬ 
der Pointer's direction. 

Horses rehabbing at Turn¬ 
ing Point come mainly from 
Philadelphia Park, although 
owners with runners at Dela¬ 
ware Park and the New Jersey 
and New York tracks send her 
horses, too. 

The farm also attracts a lot 
of horses from sales held at Ti- 
monium. 

"She's so close to Timoni- 
um. You buy the horses at the 
sale, and stop at the farm on 
the way back," noted Philadel¬ 
phia Park-based trainer Kate 
DeMasi. 

"She does a fabulous job, and 
she's in a great location, and 
she's got a full-care facility." 

Among the horses DeMasi 
has sent to Turning Point is 


Red Hot Spot. "He came from 
California," the trainer said. 
"He had run second to Total 
Limit [who eventually was 
Grade 1-placed] in his only 
start. We knew he had abil¬ 
ity, but he had some issues. 
We gave him time to rehab at 
Jodie's, and he came back and 
set a track record [for five and 
a half furlongs] on the dirt at 
Meadowlands when he broke 
his maiden. And he just won 
for a high tag at Pimlico [in 
August]." 

In 2004, DeMasi sent Go Go 
Baby Go to Pointer. "She need¬ 
ed some time off," DeMasi re¬ 
called. In May of that year, in 
her first start after the layup at 
Turning Point, Go Go Baby Go 
won The Very One Stakes at 
Pimlico, setting a new course 
record for five furlongs on the 
turf. 

DeMasi also rehabbed East¬ 
ern Gale at Turning Point, and 
she returned to take the 2005 
Goldfinch Handicap for New 
Jersey-breds at Monmouth 
Park in July. 

When asked why she sends 
horses to Pointer, DeMasi 
laughed and said, "Besides the 
fact that she's a very dedicat¬ 
ed, good, responsible horse¬ 
man?" 

Trainer Marty Ciresa, also 
based at Philadelphia Park, 
had 17 horses at Turning Point 
Farm this past summer. "I can 
trust her, and if I ask her to 
do something, it always gets 
done, and that's hard to find," 
Ciresa said. 

"If I have a horse with a 
fracture, she can let them up 
on the wheel or in the round 
pen. If they need turn-out, she 
has it. I can go down there two 
days a week." 

Among the horses Ciresa 
has entrusted to Pointer is 
Presidentialaffair, a multiple 
graded stakes winner and 
hero of the 2004 Maryland 
Million Classic. "He's special, 
he's unique, but he's very diffi¬ 
cult to get along with," Ciresa 
explained. "He needs special 
handling—he gets nutty in 
turn-out; he has to be hand- 
walked three hours a day. But 
you have to get used to him— 
you can't force him to do any¬ 
thing."

One selling point for Ciresa 
is that Turning Point has an 
indoor track where Presidenti- 
alaffair could be walked in the 
event of inclement weather. 

John Servis, trainer of 
2004 Kentucky Derby/Preak- 
ness winner Smarty Jones, 
also regularly sends horses to 
Pointer, especially ones with 
problems. 

Pointer got her start in the 
business after she met future 
husband Tom at Laurel Park 
in 1990; Tom's father, Nor¬ 
man Pointer, had a well-estab¬ 
lished business as a trainer in 
the Mid-Atlantic region and 
Florida. Today, Tom works 
with Jodie on the horses and 
also runs what Jodie calls the 
"non-horse" part of the farm, 
handling maintenance, fenc¬ 
ing and the infrastructure. 

Although Jodie had always 
loved and ridden horses before 
her contact with the Pointer 
family, she mainly did West¬ 
ern trail riding—bareback, at 
that. 

"I didn't even own a sad¬ 
dle," she said with a laugh. But 
she became hooked on race 
horses after watching them 
gallop at the Pointers' farm in 
Florida. 

"I saw them galloping 
horses, and I said, 'I want to 
do that,"' she recalled. She 
learned from Betty Lavery, 
a Florida farm owner who 
specialized in sales prep and 
breaking yearlings. 

Tom and Jodie lived in 
Florida for a year and a half 
before returning to settle in 
Maryland. Jodie galloped 
horses until she got pregnant 
with her first child, Robert, 
now 18. He was followed by 
Brent, 11, and Craig, 10. It was 
while she was taking care of 
her kids—"I was bored," she 
admitted—that her father-in- 
law sent her a couple of horses 
to take care of, too. 

She leased some bam space 
at Billy Gilbert's Church Mouse 
Meadows Farm in Church- 
ville, and—with significant 
mentoring from Gilbert—her 
layup and training business 
was bom. As Pointer's chil¬ 
dren grew older, she kept tak¬ 
ing on additional horses, while 
simultaneously training her 
kids in the fine art of barn 


chores. To date, middle child 
Brent is the only one who has 
professed any interest in rid¬ 
ing. 

Pointer's measured ap¬ 
proach has worked well, 
whether it's deciding if a horse 
has healed sufficiently for 
some free time in a round pen, 
or is ready to be ridden to the 
training track. 

Her layup barn's stalls are 
full of horses with ankle in¬ 
juries, knee injuries or scars 
from colic surgery. 

"A lot of times, they just 
need some vacation, some 
turnout time," said Megan 
Wicks, Turning Point's assis¬ 
tant manager, noting that the 
farm receives a fair number of 
turf horses during the winter. 

Added Pointer, "There are a 
lot of trainers using us to give 
the horse a change of scenery. 
It's a farm feel here. Even if 
they're still in training, it's a 
different environment. They 
know it's not the track." 

But Pointer is also known 
for taking in horses who won't 
pay—who will, in fact, cost 
her money At any given time 
the farm is home to a dozen or 
more of these Thoroughbred 
refugees. 

"Honestly, I just do that 
for myself," Pointer observed. 
"I've always done it, even 
when we didn't have any 
money" 

Alan Mayo, a self-described 
"recreational owner" who 
sends his horses to Pointer 
from Philadelphia Park, shares 
her philosophy that such run¬ 
ners are still worth something, 
even when they can't compete. 
"I cannot see an animal going 
to the killers," he said. 

On one occasion Mayo 
heard that a horse he had sold 
had sustained a broken leg, 
and rather than let the horse 
be put down, he paid for life¬ 
saving surgery. 

"I owned him, I sold him, 
and he broke a back leg, and 
the guy [current owner] was 
going to send him to New Hol¬ 
land [site of a pre-slaughter- 
house horse auction]," Mayo 
remembered. "I spent $3,000 
and called Jodie the next day." 

Pointer financially sup¬ 
ports the rescue cases herself. 
"It's getting a little tough," she 


admitted. "It all comes out of 
my pocket." 

One such rescue, a mare 
who had won $195,000 but 
whose ankles were too injured 
to allow her to be ridden, is to¬ 
day the proud mother of a bay 
foal. 

Pointer isn't really inter¬ 
ested in raising babies, prefer¬ 
ring to concentrate on break¬ 
ing, training and healing. But 
a few foals always seem to live 
at the farm. After all, when 
you have a mare with a stellar 
pedigree hanging around, it's 
tempting to see what her baby 
would be like. 

The rescue case everyone 
likes to talk about is Jack— 
real name. Jack's Birthday A 
handsome chestnut with a bit 
of white on his face, he broke 
down after showing good 
speed in his 2-year-old debut, 
his racing career finished. De¬ 
spite the grim prognosis, his 
owner was willing to reha¬ 


bilitate him, and Jack spent six 
months in a stall at Turning 
Point. 

"You couldn't even pick 
up his foot, because he had no 
flexibility" recalled Wicks. 

After consulting with the 
owner, the farm turned out 
Jack to see if moving around 
in a field would break up the 
cartilage. It did. And to every¬ 
one's surprise. Jack was sound 
enough to head back to Phila¬ 
delphia Park this year at age 4. 
He made four starts, finishing 
third, first and fourth, respec¬ 
tively, in his first three outings. 
But his owner, not wanting to 
risk seeing Jack break down 
again, retired him, and now 
Jack is back at Turning Point, 
awaiting a new home. 

Rehabbing a horse such as 
Jack, and then giving him a 
home, is important to Pointer. 
"It makes me feel better," she 
said. "I'm giving something 
back."

Trainer Donnovan Haugh¬ 
ton credits a lot of people for 
helping him build a successful 
career in Maryland since he 
came here from his native Ja¬ 
maica in 1997. 

Urging him to make the 
move was his longtime friend 
Kevin Burton, the owner of 
a local carpet company and a 
part-time Jamaican resident. 

Haughton has rewarded 
Burton's faith several times 
over with the good 4-year-old 
filly Grant's Moon. Spotted 
for a bargain $3,000 at the 2002 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale. Grant's 
Moon has earned $176,730 for 
the partnership of Burton and 


Haughton. Three times stakes- 
placed until this summer, the 
handsomely bred daughter 
of Malibu Moon joined the 
ranks of stakes winners with 
a rallying victory in the Alma 
North Stakes on September 3 
at Timonium. 

Grant's Moon, sent off as 8-5 
favorite, stalked early leaders 
Leavn Ona Jetplane and Rud- 
beckia down the backstretch 
before making a strong bid 
three-wide to take command 
leaving the far turn and open¬ 
ing a clear lead in the 10-horse 
field. She prevailed by a length 
and three-quarters over run¬ 
ner-up Niclie, with Leavn Ona 
Jetplane four and a quarter 
lengths back in third. 

Completing the field were 
Experts Only, Surf Light, 
Spirited Game, Icy Cat, Rud- 
beckia. Golden Malibu and 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. Final time for 
the six and a half furlongs was 
1:17.73. 

Grant's Moon was bred 
by major California breeder 
B. Wayne Hughes, a princi¬ 
pal owner of her sire Malibu 
Moon. Conceived while Mal¬ 
ibu Moon was standing his 
first season, at the Pons fami¬ 
ly's Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., Grant's Moon is out 
of the Nureyev mare Grant 


a Wish, whom Hughes also 
bred. 

Grant a Wish, herself un¬ 
raced, is a daughter of the 
stakes-placed Halo mare Wen¬ 
dy's Daughter ($133,675, 2nd 
Brown Bess Breeders' Cup H). 
Sold for $200,000 at the 1992 
Barretts 2-year-olds in training 
sale, Wendy's Daughter had 
a half-sister. White Witch (by 
Nureyev, and thus three-quar¬ 
ters in blood to Grant a Wish), 
sell for $500,000 at the 1989 
Keeneland July Yearling sale. 

Grant's Moon is Grant 
a Wish's first foal. A pad- 
dock accident nearly claimed 
Grant's Moon's life as a young 
foal—her dam, while running 
with exuberance after being 
turned out in a field, kicked 
her and left her with a broken 
shoulder. "The vet said she'd 
probably never race," recalled 
Country Life manager Josh 
Pons. 

Hughes sold Grant a Wish 
for $42,000, in foal to Sought 
After, at the 2003 Keeneland 
November sale.

Apparently, Sondra Bend¬ 
er 's Promenade Girl harbors 
catholic tastes when it comes 
to race tracks. In five career 
starts through September 7, 
she competed at five different 
Mid-Atlantic facilities, never 
finishing worse than third. Her 
fifth race—the Twixt Stakes at 
Laurel Park—proved her most 
impressive effort to date. 

Sent off the overwhelm¬ 
ing favorite at odds of 4-5 in 
the field of 10 Maryland-bred 
3-year-old fillies in the one- 
turn/one-mile Twixt, Prom¬ 
enade Girl broke from the far 
outside, then bided her time 
in a stalking position under 
jockey Jeremy Rose as leaders 
Hugster, Ultra Tech and Un¬ 
bridled Grace ambled through 
opening fractions of :24.13, 
:48.09 and 1:13.95. 

Around the turn. Prom¬ 
enade Girl gobbled up that 
trio while racing wide, and 
then unleashed a devastating 
closing kick that jettisoned 
her to the front, pulling away 
"under a vigorous hand ride," 
according to the chart of the 
race, to win by a comfortable 
seven and a quarter lengths in 
1:38.52 over a fast surface. 

Magical Broad, part of an 
entry held at second-favored 
odds of 2.20-1, rallied from 
far back to beat her Richard 
Small-trained stablemate 
Sticky by a half-length. Behind 
Sticky came Lucrezia, Katie's 
Love, Lisaized, the spelling- 













challenged Hay Cheif, and ex¬ 
hausted pacesetters Hugster, 
Unbridled Grace and Ultra 
Tech. 

"She's got distance in her 
family and we were confident 
she could go a mile/' her train¬ 
er, Larry Murray, noted after 
the race. "She handled it pretty 
well. She's a really nice, classy 
horse. From the beginning, her 
exercise rider thought she had 
a lot of potential." 

Promenade Girl corrobo¬ 
rated that rider's astuteness in 
her career debut at Philadel¬ 
phia Park in December 2004, 
defeating 10 other 2-year-old 
fillies by a half-length in a 
maiden special weight at six 
furlongs over a muddy track, 
despite ducking out at the 
eighth pole. 

Wheeled back one month 
later in Pimlico's six-furlong 
Marshua Stakes for sophomore 
fillies. Promenade Girl raced 
evenly early, then closed with 
gusto to finish third, a length 
and a half behind the winner. 

An injury to her left front 
ankle forced Promenade Girl 
to the sidelines until this past 
July, when she returned in a 
six-furlong allowance at Mon¬ 
mouth Park, experiencing traf¬ 
fic in the final eighth to wind 
up third, beaten five lengths. 
Four weeks later, this time at 
Delaware Park, she tried two 
turns (one mile, 70 yards) 
for the first time, hobbling as 
she left the gate, but recover¬ 
ing immediately to score by a 
length with Rose aboard. That 
set up her Twixt engagement. 

Bred by Sondra Bender and 
her husband Howard, long¬ 
time leading Maryland breed¬ 
er/owners, Promenade Girl 
was foaled at the Benders' 
Glade Valley Farms in Freder¬ 
ick. She is the sixth foal from 
her dam. Promenade Colony 
(Pleasant Colony—Dance Re¬ 
view, by Northern Dancer), 
whom the Benders purchased 
for $460,000 in foal to Wood¬ 
man at the 1998 Keeneland 
November sale. 

"She's a very attractive 
mare," explained Murray, "a 
tremendous page, pedigree- 
wise. At the time. Woodman 
was relatively hot." 

Along with Murray, the 
Benders were smitten by 


Promenade Colony's status as 
a full sister to Dance Colony 
($504,825, Astarita Stakes-G2, 
etc.) and half-sister to Grade 
1 winners Another Review 
($752,370, Californian S-Gl, 
etc.) and No Review ($634,545, 
Santa Barbara Handicap-Gl, 
etc.). She is also a full or half- 
sister to two other stakes- 
placed runners. 

Promenade Girl is her 
dam's first son or daughter to 
hit the board in a stakes race. 
Promenade Colony has a year¬ 
ling filly by Awesome Again, a 
weanling colt by Grand Slam 
and is in foal to Tale of the Cat.

While prominent Mary¬ 
land owner and breeder 
Ginny Wright does not have 
a lock on Pimlico's Mister 
Diz Stakes, she certainly has 
dominated the Maryland-bred 
grass sprint in recent years, 
with her horses accounting 
for four runnings beginning in 
1992, when North Carroll won 
the race. Six years later, her 
Tyaskin took the Mister Diz, 
and last year her homebred 
Yankee Wildcat triumphed. 

Now 7, Yankee Wildcat 
returned to Pimlico on August 
20 to defend his Mister Diz 
crown against seven rivals, 
including Procreate, who set 
a new world record for five 
furlongs on the turf (:53.79) 
at Gulfstream Park this past 
April. 

Yankee Wildcat, trained by 
Tim Tullock, entered the race 
off of three strong, if winless, 
efforts this season, beginning 
with a third-place finish in 
Pimlico's Ben Cohen Stakes, 



also at five furlongs on the 
grass, in May. Less than three 
weeks later, he improved to 
second in a $40,000 optional- 
claiming turf dash, just missing 
by a length and a quarter, and 
then took on divisional mon¬ 
sters in Calder's Turf Sprint 
Handicap, tiring through the 
stretch to snag fifth money in 
an 11-horse field. 

In the Mister Diz, Yankee 
Wildcat was sent off the 9-2 
third choice behind Procreate 
and Mr Mutter. He broke well 
under jockey Enrique Jurado, 
who placed him just outside 
the pacesetting Procreate 
through a quarter in :21.33 and 
a half in :44.29 in what, essenti¬ 
ally, became a match race. 

Procreate turned for home 
a length and a half in front 
of Yankee Wildcat, but the 
latter gradually wore down 
the leader in the final eighth, 
edging away at the end to 
score by a length and a quarter 
in :56.87 over a firm course. 
Spring Kitten raced in third 
throughout, finishing a length 
behind Procreate. In their 
wake came Hands On, Jane's 
Luck, Mr Mutter, Nortouch 
and Quest of Fate. 

On a roll, Yankee Wildcat 
scored again on September 17, 
taking a five-furlong allow¬ 
ance/optional claimer on the 
turf at Laurel Park in course 
record time of :55.37. 

Along with her husband, 
Frank, Ginny Wright cam¬ 
paigned Yankee Wildcat's 
second dam, Valay Maid, a 


Maryland-bred daughter of 
Carnivalay who won or placed 
in 13 stakes races. In addition 
to victories in the Cotillion 
and Molly Pitcher Handicaps, 
both Grade 2, Valay Maid 
finished second in the Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 and 
third in the 1990 Breeders' 
Cup Distaff-Gl. 

Retired from the track, 
Valay Maid served as a brood¬ 
mare at Huntingfields, the 
Wrights' Hampstead farm, 
producing eight foals; she died 
in 2003 while giving birth to a 
Not For Love foal, who also 
perished. 

Valay Maid's first foal, 
Yankee Maid (by Miswaki), 
raced six times without win¬ 
ning, before joining the 
Wrights' broodmare band. 
Bred to the blazingly fast 
Forest Wildcat in her initial 
season, Yankee Maid foaled 
Yankee Wildcat in 1998, her 
best race horse to date. 

According to Frank Wright, 
her 2-year-old colt by Crowd 
Pleaser, Yankee Spirit, is in 
training on a Virginia farm, 
with plans to join Tullock's 
barn eventually. 

Yankee Maid's yearling 
filly. Maid of Cotton, by 
Partner's Hero, resides at 
Huntingfields. "We're going 
to race her, hopefully," said 
Wright, who added that 
Yankee Maid's weanling filly 
by Waquoit is doing fine, and 
that the mare was bred back 
to City Zip.

The story of Dale's Pros¬ 
pect is one of family Bred and 
owned by Phil Capuano and 
conditioned by Phil's son, 
leading Maryland trainer Dale 
Capuano, Dale's Prospect is 
from the growing legacy of 
Silver Tango, one of the top 
Maryland-bred race mares of 
the early 1990s campaigned by 
the Capuanos. 


Dale's Prospect (by Pio¬ 
neering) became the first 
stakes winner produced by 
Silver Tango with his gutsy 
score in the $50,000 Taking 
Risks Stakes on September 5 
at Timonium. Sent off as the 3- 
5 choice in the field of six, the 
4-year-old gelding got up in 
time to win the six and a half¬ 
furlong stakes by a neck over 
Hands On. Last year's win¬ 
ner, Captain Chessie, finished 
third, followed by Off the 
Glass, Mr Mutter and Lothar. 
Final time was 1:17.08. 

"He's been a hard-luck 
horse," noted Phil Capuano 
of his gelding. Dale's Prospect 
was unraced at 2 after fractur¬ 
ing a cannon bone, and has 
had recurring problems with 
a bad foot. In his start prior to 
the Taking Risks, the Hockes- 
sin Stakes at Delaware Park 
one week earlier. Dale's Pros¬ 
pect finished fourth after slip¬ 


ping during the running and 
tearing off a shoe, damaging 
the foot again. 

The prospects of running 
at Timonium appeared slim, 
but Phil, who oversees Dale's 
Bowie-based shedrow, moni¬ 
tored his gelding's progress 
during the week, and credited 
the skills of blacksmith Ronald 
Magill—"he worked magic," 
said Capuano—with having 
the gelding ready for the Tak¬ 
ing Risks. 

With the victory. Dale's 
Prospect has been on the 
board in 13 of 16 starts since 
winning his debut on June 27, 
2004. He has seven victories 
and earnings of $191,264. 

Phil Capuano has a long 
association with members of 
Dale's Prospect's family, going 
back to one of the Capuanos' 
all-time best runners, Silano. 

A son of Silver Badge, Si¬ 
lano earned $693,524 and won 
or placed in 26 stakes under 
the tutelage of Dale during the 
late 1980s. So when Phil saw 
a filly by Silver Badge in the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Open 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale 
in 1990, he was ready to bid. 

However, Capuano missed 
the filly. Silver Tango, when 
she went through the ring at 
the sale. As fate would have it. 
Silver Tango exited as an RNA, 
and Capuano purchased her 
privately from breeder Jeanne 
F. Begg for $3,800 immediately 
following the sale. 

Trained by Phil's son Gary 
Capuano, Silver Tango won 


her only start at 2, captured 
10 stakes from 3 to 5, was 
stakes-placed at 6, and earned 
$473,242, with 17 wins from 47 
starts over five seasons. 

Silver Tango raced until 
April of 1994, and then was 
bred that same season to Un¬ 
bridled; the following April 
she foaled a filly That foal— 
named Untangled—was 
sold at the Keeneland July 
Yearling sale for $160,000. Al¬ 
though unraced. Untangled 
has produced Full (by Victory 
Speech), a champion in Pana¬ 
ma. 

Phil Capuano sold three of 
Silver Tango's next four foals, 
including her 1998 French 
Deputy filly Scarlet Tango, 
who was purchased privately 
by Dale's client Steven Newby, 
and went on to finish second 
to Xtra Heat, as the favorite, in 
Laurel Park's Laura Gal Stakes 
in 2000. 

Dale's Prospect is the 
mare's sixth named foal; Silver 
Tango is also the dam of the 3- 
year-old filly Silver Emblem 
(by Demidoff), a winner this 
year for the Capuanos. 

The only broodmare Phil 
Capuano currently owns. Sil¬ 
ver Tango resides year-round 
at Laurie and Jerry Calhoun's 
Summer Wind Farm in Lib¬ 
ertytown, Md. Her yearling 
colt (by Lil E. Tee) and wean¬ 
ling filly (by Black Tie Affair- 
Ire) were both bred by Dale 
Capuano. The mare is in foal 
to Lite the Fuse for 2006.

Dr. Temple Grandin, from 
Colorado State University, 
will deliver the conference's 
keynote address on equine be¬ 
havior and welfare. 

Additionally, equine ven¬ 
dors will be on hand through¬ 
out the day to display their 
products.

those 17 and younger. Regis¬ 
tration must be completed by 
November 4.

T he Newjersey Thoroughbred Festival on 
Saturday, September 17, at Monmouth 
Park was dedicated to New Jersey-breds, 
with all 10 races on the card restricted to 
horses born in the Garden State. The day not only 
featured the strength and quality of the New Jersey- 
bred program, but it also showed the dominance 
of New Jersey stallions. The progeny of Newjersey 
stallions won seven of the 10 races, including all four 
$100,000 stakes. 

Joey P. captured the $100,000 Friendly Lover 
Handicap for his sixth victory in eight starts. From 
the first crop of Close Up, who stands at Carlo De 
Thomasfs C & R Horse Farm in Milmay, Joey P. set 
a new stakes record while winning the Jersey Shore 
Breeders* Cup Stakes-G3 this past July. Close Up is a 
son of Capote and Video Piano (by Fappiano out of 
Grade 1 winning millionaire Videogenic). 


Totally Precious, winner of the Eleven North 
Handicap for the second consecutive year, and 
Picnic Theme, victress in the Jersey Girl Handicap, 
were both sired by the late Northern Idol, a son of 
Northrop who stood at Carolyn and Gerald Sleeter*s 
Sleeter Farm until his death in 1999. 

Defrere is the sire of Carrots Only, winner of the 
$100,000 Jersey Breeders* Handicap. Carrots Only 
became the 15th stakes winner for Defrere, a full 
brother to champion Dehere who leads all stallions 
standing in Newjersey by earnings, number of 
runners, winners and stakes winners. 

Defrere*s stakes winners this year also include Le 
Mars Girl ($2,666,432 in Japan), Souris ($692,766) 
and Lilah ($437,920). The 13-year-old stallion by 
Deputy Minister—Sister Dot, by Secretariat, has 
current progeny earnings of $2,290,463 worldwide. 
He stands at Walnford Stud in Allentown.

The Pennsylvania Gaming Control Board 
is operating at full steam ahead, preparing to 
introduce slot machines in the state. Critical staff 
members have been added, regulations have been 
drafted and published, and, most recently, the 
board has begun receiving and reviewing licensing 
applications from the state's race tracks. 

In anticipation of receiving its conditional 
license to operate early next year, Mohegan Sun 
at Pocono Downs has announced plans to open 
a temporary slots facility by mid-April. Hopefully, 
Philadelphia Park and Penn National won't be too 
far behind. 

Although the process is taking a bit longer 
than expected, and the first coins in the machines 
are still months away, enthusiasm in Pennsylvania's 
Thoroughbred industry is running high. 

We can't have our cake and eat it too. In 
these times of decreasing handle (the source of all 
Breeding Fund revenue) and purses that have been 
artificially inflated in anticipation of slots, we're now 
touching bottom at Penn National. 

The PA-bred owner bonus program at Penn 
National has been temporarily suspended, effective 
October 1, 2005, through year's end. 

In 2005 at Penn National, the Fund will pay 
more than a half million dollars in PA-bred restricted 
race purses, including $290,000 in overnights, and 
another $575,000 in PA-bred owner bonuses. 

Annually, those moneys in the PA Breeding 
Fund not used for breeder and stallion awards are 
allotted to the state's tracks to be used for purses— 


stakes races and overnights that restrict entry to PA- 
breds, and for PA-bred owner bonus payments. 

Pennsylvania statute mandates that in all 
overnight races in which Fund money is being used 
for owner bonuses and PA-breds are preferred as 
starters that the race closes to non-PA-breds when 
a minimum of eight separate betting interests 
passes the entry box. When these races close to 
outside horses, the full purse and the bonus is paid 
from the Fund. 

Expectations are that at the beginning of 2006, 
Penn National's PA-bred owner bonus program 
will be resumed at least at its current level of 15 
percent. 

All breeder and stallion awards will continue 
to be paid statewide at their legislated percentages 
of purse share. 

Additionally, any PA-bred who wins an 
overnight race in which the owner bonus is not 
offered will earn its owner an award from the Fund 
equal to 10 percent of the winner's share of the 
purse. These owner awards will be paid similarly to 
breeder and stallion awards. 

The PA-bred owner bonus program at 
Philadelphia Park is not affected at this point, and 
is expected to remain at its present level of 20 
percent through the end of the year.

HPhe second of two scheduled 
summer SCTOBA meetings 

_ was held in Aiken at the 
Aiken Thoroughbred Racing 
Hall of Fame on August 27. In 
addition to enjoying browsing 
through the museum, the group 
was treated to an interesting 
blend of speakers. 

State Senator Tommy 
Moore, of District 25, told the 
group that he and many of his 
legislative colleagues had been 
unaware of the tremendous 
economic impact that the 
equine business had in South 
Carolina, adding that he 
recognized that the state had 
done very little to promote the 
industry. 

Moore suggested that 
SCTOBA take the results of 
the current economic impact 
study—conducted by the 
United States Department 
of Agriculture’s Statistical 
Group, and funded by the 
South Carolina Department of 
Agriculture—and meet with 


the legislative delegations from 
Aiken and Kershaw counties 
to see what help they could 
provide. 

Senator Moore was followed 
by Bob Graham from the 
USDA’s Statistical Group. He 
reported that about 11,000 of 
the 28,000 responses to the 
economic impact study survey 
had been processed. He further 
said that he hoped that the 
results would be available by 
the end of the year. 

Jerry Miller, from the equine 
committee of the South 
Carolina Farm Bureau, then 
updated the group on legislation 
being introduced to put a 
five-cents-a-bag tax on equine 
feeds, and to create a board to 
oversee how this money should 
be allocated to promote various 
equine activities in the state. 

SCTOBA’s next general 
meeting will be held on 
December 10 at the Elloree 
Training Center.

Same time next year at Colonial Downs 


T hough it seems like the summer race meet at Colonial 
Downs just ended, its time to review and plan for racing 
next summer in Virginia. 

From a horsemans standpoint the 2005 race meet was 
Colonials most successful to date. Daily purses averaged 
$216,000, for a total payout of $8.6 million in purses over 
the 40-day meet. Both sums set new records for the track. 
Wagering averaged $1,117,755 per day, up about 5 percent 
over Colonials 2004 average. Field size averaged 8.7 horses 
per race, the same as last year. Approximately 72 percent of 
the races were on the turf, with the remaining 28 percent run 
on the dirt course. 

The VHBPA board of directors would like to thank all 
the owners and trainers whose participation made the meet 
a success. We recognize for many it was not easy shipping to 
New Kent,Va., particularly for horses stabled in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. A special thanks to those horsemen. 

At the same time we would like to apologize to all owners 
and trainers for the substandard condition of the dirt track. At 
times the track seemed too hard and uneven; often it did not 
drain properly after being hit by rain. (On one “man-bites- 
dog” occasion, races were taken off the dirt and put on the 
turf.) We believe the problem occurred because hundreds of 
tons of new material that were added to the surface before 
the meet were of questionable composition, and were not 
sufficiently mixed with the old surface. (At Colonial, “mix¬ 
ing” is an annual process that occurs because the dirt surface 
is taken up after each Thoroughbred meet to accommodate 
harness racing in the fall, then is reapplied before the next 
Thoroughbred meet.) Jacobs Entertainment, the owner of 
Colonial Downs, has assured us the problem will be corrected 
before the 2006 meet. Quite likely the crew responsible for 
the initial setup of the track will be brought back to remedy 
the situation. 

Also in the works at Colonial is a management change. 
Since its opening in 1997, Colonials racing operation has 
been run by the Maryland Jockey Club (MJC) under a 50- 


year management agreement. In August of this year, Colonial 
bought out that contract for $10 million. Colonials owner 
now will be solely responsible for managing the race track, 
including the racing secretary’s office. However, the Maryland- 
Virginia racing circuit is preserved in the buyout agreement. 
In that contract Colonial and MJC agreed to annually coordi¬ 
nate race dates between Laurel, Pimlico and Colonial Downs. 
For at least the next 10 years, the parties agreed that Colonial 
will not open before June 17, and that MJC will close from 
June 17 through July 31 of each year, unless they both agree 
otherwise. 

Colonial estimates it will save $1.5 million annually by 
ending its management agreement with MJC. By contract 
with the VHBPA, a portion of that savings goes into the 
Virginia horsemens purse account to fund purses in 2006 
and afterward. Also fueling the 2006 purse account will be 
revenue from Colonial’s newly opened satellite wagering facil¬ 
ity in Martinsburg, on the North Carolina border, and two 
more facilities opening before the end of this year—one in 
Chesapeake, near Virginia Beach, and another in Bristol, near 
the Tennessee border. 

Later this month representatives from VHBPA and Colonial 
will meet to review revenue projections and purse account 
contributions. On December 1, 2005, the VHBPA and 
Colonial Downs will then jointly submit to the Virginia 
Racing Commission, pursuant to its direction, a 2006 race-day 
request that will likely be for 42 days, two more than 2005. 
The meet will once again start sometime in mid-June and 
end in mid-August. Purses should average close to $220,000 
per day under that schedule, which will set a new record at 
Colonial for its expanding race program. 

Plan to join us again for another summer of quality racing 
in Virginia. Don’t forget to stop by our new VHBPA office/ 
classroom building next to the racing commission office, and 
bring your laptops. We don’t have Starbucks coffee, but we do 
have free WiFi.

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Stakes action returns 


W ith the temporary 

disruption of state-bred 
races and restricted 
stakes. West Virginia 
owners and breeders were forced to 
suffer through a financial drought in 
the first half of 2005, but on Saturday 
evening, August 13, the hometown 
crowd materialized for the Robert G. 
Leavitt Memorial Handicap. 

A diverse and impatient group of 
10 state-bred 3-year-olds took the 
track for the seven-furlong, $40,000 
feature. 

The stellar lineup included last 
year's West Virginia-bred 2-year-old 
champion, Mr. Bondsman, and close 
runner-up Wild Remarks. 

Also of considerable interest 
to the betting public was 
Bryceslittlesecret, a shipper who 
began his career at Charles Town. A 
son of Littlebitlively, Bryceslittlesecret 
was bred by Eddie Householder. 

On October 27,2004, he broke his 
maiden by more than 10 lengths; it 
was not the margin of victory but the 
final time of the race (1:18.38) and 
subsequent big Beyer number that 
elicited a phone call from Midwest 
trainer Niall O'Callaghan, who 
inquired about purchasing him. 


Though the dollar amount was 
never disclosed, a transaction 
was finalized. After a race at Fair 
Grounds, followed by a disastrous 
trip on the turf at Gulfstream Park, 
Bryceslitlesecret finished second 
twice in allowance company 
at Hawthorne Park. Then he was 
entered in a $50,000 claimer at 
Churchill Downs. 

Going off as the 5-2 choice, 
Bryceslitlesecret ran a poor fifth, only 
to be haltered from the race by top 
Kentucky conditioner Wayne Mogge 
for Sydney Racing Partners. 

After a sharp victory in a 
never-won-two allowance race, 
Bryceslittlesecret was installed as the 
second choice in the wagering for 
the Leavitt Memorial Handicap. 

As the field left the starting gate, 
Bryceslittlesecret, breaking from post 
one under Scott Spieth, hooked up 
with Fast Temptation through an 
opening quarter in :23.39. 

In the run down the backside, 
Bryceslittlesecret's class and 
experience thrust him to the 
front, and he held a comfortable 
advantage until the last 60 yards. 
Cutting into his lead nearing the 


wire with a resolute bid was Taylor 
Mountain Farm's Wild Remarks, but 
Bryceslittlesecret held on to win by a 
half-length in 1:26.78. 

Winning rider Spieth divides his 
time among Mountaineer Park, 
where he is among the leading 
jockeys, Ohio and Kentucky. 

After the photo ceremonies, 
Spieth held court on behalf 
of the winning connections: 

"Wayne (Mogge) deserves a 
pat on the back for his handling 
(of Bryceslittlesecret), and, more 
importantly, the selection of this West 
Virginia-bred. He claimed this horse 
with the intent purpose of running 
him in state restricted stakes. 

"The track had a nice bounce to 
it tonight, and my horse seemed to 
enjoy his return home." 

Spieth's victorious words made 
for carbon copy on September 10, 
when the brawny Bryceslittlesecret 
again mastered a field of nine 
West Virginia-bred 3-year-olds in 
the restricted $40,000 Millard Harrell 
Memorial Stakes. Spieth returned to 
Charles Town for the mount.

Taking over at the half-mile 
marker from Raggedy Andy, 
Bryceslittlesecret was never 
threatened, cruising to a convincing 
two and a half-length win. 

Raggedy Andy was unraced 
at 2, and still appears somewhat 
inexperienced at times. He gave 
up a golden position on the 
backstretch, and, when clear, 
gamely came again to secure 
second place. Final time was a 
moderate 1:27.51. 

Chrome foils Gold 

When it comes to the local 
racing consciousness, one filly is 
arguably the most important story 
this year— Carnival Chrome. 

The David Walters-conditioned 
3-year-old state-bred remained 
undefeated when she polished off 
her opposition in the Sadie Hawkins 
Stakes on August 20. 

On form, the $40,000 race 
matched up as a quarrel between 
reigning queen. Original Gold, 
and her younger upstart. Carnival 
Chrome (by Carnivalay). While the 
seven-furlong contest attracted a 


field of nine, these two appeared 
ready to stage their own private 
party. (Interestingly, both Original 
Gold and Carnival Chrome were 
bred by veterinarian Francis (Chip) 
Daniel III.) 

Carnival Chrome entered her 
stakes debut with a three-for-three 
record, and passed the test with 
flying colors. After stalking the early 
pace, the chestnut filly swept past 
tiring leaders at the quarter pole, 
and though extended for the first 
time in her brief career, kept her 
composure to win by two lengths 
over Cedar Runs Case. Final time: 
1:27.30. 

Original Gold, who reached 
the front at the top of the stretch, 
faltered badly, almost to the point 
of being eased nearing the wire. 

She didn't change leads, and wilted 
when put to the challenge. 

Carnival Chrome is owned by 
Michael Miller, and though her 
name may sound like a show on 
the Discovery Channel, her image is 
untarnished to date. 

Jockey Oscar Flores has been 
astride the push-button performer in 
all of her wins. 

Walters was reserved following his 
charge's success. "She was a little 


rank in the post parade tonight," 
he noted."It was a hot and humid 
evening, and the track contained a 
considerable amount of moisture. I 
am happy for my owner. My filly did 
herself proud; this was the first time in 
her life that she felt the taste of the 
whip and this level of competition." 

Lamp lights the way 

Douglas Lamp has assumed the 
position of director of racing/racing 
secretary at Charles Town, replacing 
James Hammond. 

A 30-year resident of Charles 
Town, Lamp, 61, has a strong racing 
background. For the past five years, 
he has worked as an operations shift 
manager at the track. His extensive 
racing experience and vast business 
acumen should serve him well in his 
new post. 

"I hope to bring the Charles 
Town Races back to a place of 
prominence in the Mid-Atlantic 
region," Lamp said, "while 
maintaining a unified working 
environment with owners and 
trainers. I believe in an open-door 
policy for communication, and am 
singularly focused on improving the 
quality of racing here."
